OHAT EXPECmnONS 

AMOS is withoLU doubt one of the most po-werful 
high-level languages on the Amiga - ar>d definitely 
the easiest to use. In case you're not familiar with 
the terminology, a In:™- level language i;s something 
like C or Assembler, where what you write are 
direct instructions to ttie processor. In AMOS, you 
enter commarvds that are extremely close to 
English, and these are then turned into machine 
code for the processor to act upon. Unlike other 
forms of BASIC, AMOS was written specilically for 
the Amiga, and therefore has ttie Capability to turn 
out some trujy outstanding programs. 

MOVING AHEAD 

AMOS began lite almost 3 years ago, and since 
then the ttasic module has seen three major exten- 
sions: Ifie AMOS Cornpiler, AMOS 3D (a polygon 
generating set of instructions that were installed in 
the maini module) and the AMOS TOtal Map Editor 
(TOME). Now, after months gf research, Europress 
is about to launch AMOS Professional. Two hun- 
dred registered users were sent questionnaires and 
asked what they would like to see in an improved 
AMOS package. This six-disk product is the result 
of all that research, and the difference ttetween the 
two packages is striking. 

Two hundred and fifty new commands have 
been implemented, but we'll talk more about them 
later. What's even more impressive is the oom- 
pletely new environment that Europress have 
created. The main editor has been cornpletely 
reworked, instead o( the original box of ten icons at 
the top of the screen, iJie enlarged edit window fills 
the entire screen, with only a thin strip of icons njn- 
ning along the lop. A Workbench 2-styte effect has

Hokjing down the right mouse button rev&als a 
menu ter containing ainiost four dozen options.

When leaving AMOS, ttie program does an 
automatic save so that next time yoy load it up, 
you'll be able to jump straight back in. This feature 



works best when AMOS is running from a hard 
drive, but it's exirennely useful nonetheless. 

MULTI-WINDOWS 

When working: on a iong listing, I always found it 
extremely irritating moving bacJi and forth, check- 
ing links and making corrections left, right and 
centre. AMOS Pro contains two rrew features tO' do 
away with sucfi shenani'gar>s. The first is the inclu- 
sion of user-definable reference points. By setting 
these using the pull-down menu, the programmer 
can 'marlt' specific parts of a listing, and then jump 
back to them at any poini simply by pressing a key. 
Needless to say, this can be a godsend in the 
small hours, If that isnt enough, how about an 
option to edit various parts of a listing at once? 
That's possible, too, by creating multiple windows 
on screen, all viewing the same listing. 
Theoretically, Hiece are an infinite number of win- 
dows available, memory permitting of course. 

Another feature that should make editing a little 
easier is the Macro system. A Macro is a small set 
of characters that the computer stores and iJien 
enters for you atttie touch of a button. If you have 
a program that often requires a repetitive sequerrce

HEIP ME! 

On$ of (lie biggest selling-points 
behind Eas-y AMOS was the on-line 
tvelp sysiem, allowing tbe us^r to 
browse through Uie diflefent oom- 
mands and ttieir meanings, or find out 
the ejfact syntax ot wtiat you wanted 
to use. in AMOS Pro. the system Inas 
b&en given a massiive overhaul and Is 
presented as a complete martual on 
disl^, available al any time by mereiy 
pressing the help button. Pressing 
help gives one of two response*, 
depending on the location of the cur- 
sor, If it's at the start ot a word, AMOS 
Halp will display the full instructions of 
the word, with all syntax and a couple 
of examples. If the cursor Is anywhere 
else, a menu will appear letting you 
check up on any part of the AMOS Pro 
system. 

The most impressive feature ot the 
new editor is that if there is any part ot 
it you don't lit(,e, it can be changed. 
The entire system can be tailored to 
suit, from the colours of the menus to 
the various sounds the program cre- 
ates - even the style of requester 
boj;es and (he system messages that 
apfsear. All this is done from a configu- 
ration program found on one of the 
menu bars, and once everything has 
iDeen set up, it can be saved and will 
remain as set until a change is 
required. 

The direct nnode is an area in 
which instructions are tested without 
affecting the program, to see if they 
actually work. This has been 
revamped and now contains a row ot 
icons along; the top and one or two 
nifty little tricks. The direct window is 
much larger than before, and you can 
choose whether any printing com- 
mands appear on the main screen or 
in the window. 

The icons replace the familiar set 
of commands^ and each of the ten has 
two sub-commands, chosen by the left 
or nght mouse button. There are no 
surprises here as eliciting brings up 
the current directory, opens the file 
selector or closes the current screen. 
On top of tills, AMOS Pro's direct 
mode can remember the fast 20 coim- 
marwls entered, and by using the up 
and down cursor keys, any of tfiese 
can be selected. 

An interesting aspect of Easy 
AMOS was an unbelievably handy 
programming aid which allowed the 
user to run a program on a small 
screen and watch the fisting run at the 
same time, Thankfully, this has been 
incorporated into AMOS Pro, so 
debugging is now a hell ot a lot easier. 
You can run programs at one of three 
different speeds, whilst watching your 
program scroll by in a small window in 
the middle of the screen. Immediately 
above that Js a bank of icons that con- 
trol the monitor and a tiny screen that 




shows the program. Al the bottom of the screen is 
another window that shows exactly what the cur- 
rent line is doing and what elfects it has. For 
example, if (he line Is in the middle ot a For... Next 
loop, this window will display the current count, 

That's the new improved environment out of the 
way, now let's talk about the improvements to the 
language itself. AMOS Basic has ^ne through 
numerous changes over the last few years, but 
none so drastic as this. Easy AMOS had 350 conv- 
mands, AMOS had 500. AMOS Pro has a 
staggering 7&0 plus commands I So what has ti«en 
added, I hear you cryF 

TALK TO SOMEBODY! 

For a start, itiere are now comprehensive com- 
mands for the serial, parallel and printer ports, 
allowing you to write programs that interact with 
outside perip'fierals, On top of that, AMOS now 
supponts AREXX fuHy. enabling the user to interact 
with previously written scripts and even generate 
new ones, AMOS Pro is most certainly geared 
towards the professional user. 

The original AMOS hadi very limited access to 
mfact^ine OOdev the excuse being that as AMOS 
already accessed most of the power the Amiga 
had to otfer, there wasn't really much call for it. Of 
course, we know that simply isn't true, and things 
lilse polygon generation can t>e written to run much 
faster in machine code than in BASIC, but how can 
these routines be incorporated? Well, what If 
AMOS Pro enables the programmef to drop blocks 
of machine code into a listing as closed! procedures 
and that what if these can be accessed by jumping 
to the procedure as normal. If that doesn't interest 
you, I don't know what will. 

The bob and sprite handling routines have been 
enhanced,: with a lot more commands to cut out

Easy AMOS was Ihe idea ol Chris Pa^ne (Ek- 
EuroTiress Soflware hossj. «« wanled lo do a cut-ntown 
version 1nr people who wanted to learn how to program. I 
thought if would be ea^y. ia fad. the onl^' easy bil was 
■ removing Ihe unwarned initniElions, Ircorporaling the 
help system and Ihe monilor options was a nighlmare and 
a 1 01 of hard wodi. But i'm happy wilh iti 



much of tfie bofifig and repetitive tasks. For exam- 
ple, rt's now a lot easier to dear all the bobs al 
onc&, as well a$ being able to check collisions 
betvveen all l>obs and all sprites at a sireke. 

INIIRFACE 

Tlie big rtew addition, however, is Interfacs. 
Intertace is AMOS' interpretation of Inhjition, a 
built-in grapfiics system tlie Amiga uses fof 
Worlibencf). Interlace- is us&d to build-up dialogue 
txjKes, requester windows, and generally complete 
screens with the rninimunn of fuss, The main editor 
screen is built with Interface and shows how easy 
it is to use. Basically, there is a icteen of graphics 
called a resource bank. This comprises single 
units, such as box comers and diffeTent styles oi 
line. Using a building Wock process, these objects 
are placed together to create oompleie screens, 
buttons, boxes, alert messages, etc 

Interlace takes a Utile getting used to, but once 
you've gol it sussed, it's, wery itiuch easier than 
using the windows system from the original AfAOS. 
Interface boxes are completely temporary so never 
overwrite the backdrop. 

On the sound front, AMOS Pro still possesses 
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the same AMOS music routines, along with a cou- 
ple of new, professionali features. Easy AMOS let 
you run Noiseiracker modules if required and 
AMOS Pro goes one step further and lets you play 
Med modules on top of everything else. Previously, 
you would tiave needed to use a conversion pro- 
gram which would often damage the sound quality, 
leaving clipped samples. By using the new Track 
Load and Track Play gommands, music sounds 
exactly as it did when first performed. 

Anottier addition is the ability lo play IFF anima- 
tion files - Ihe sort of thing created on Deluxe Paint 
in compressed mode or MovieSetter, In AMOS, 
they run faster and smoother than the original 
packages ttiey were created in. Animations can be 
created within AMOS, but it's better lo use a good 
art package and then jazi them up in AMOS. 

The last addition is a iile called '101 
Procedures'. Since the original AMOS was 
released, Eu repress asked useifs lo send in any 
interesting routines they may hawe programmed. 
such as single line scrolling or bobs routines. On 
the Examples disk are dozens of little free routines 
to do all those jobs you can"! be bothered to wnte. . 
There are at least 80 of them on one disk. 

iAULIUSS 

AMOS Pro is nearly faultless. It has been designed 

as a version of Basic for people who really want to 



get something out of their Amiga, and attempts to 
do this in a very user-friendly environment with 
some e^icellent on-line support. This it does witfiout 
(ail. Amos Pro is everything I hoped it would be 
and more - an essential purchase.

CD WHAT? 



You could be forgVen for thinking that a CD was 

ju$( a CD and until a few y^ars ago you would 
have been righl. Unfortunatelv, as time wears on 
people are forever comin;g up with new ideas and 
muqt;jr>g up a perf&ctJy simple system, Many 
machines ane capable of dealing with more than 
one of these fomiats, but what exactly do all [hose 
initials mean? 

CD-ROM is the now generic term for a way of stor- 
ing computer data on diisc. As those of you with 
sound samplers will know, the amoyniof storage 
space required for even a few seconds of digitised 
$ound is quite ridiculous. If you were to use a 1S- 
tkt sample, and sample at rates of yp to 44Kh2 in 
stereo you would need even more space. This 
works to your advantage wfien it comes to CDs, 
The amoynt of storage space for an entire music 
album is colossal, and yet it all Rts on a CD, Over 
SOO^Mb of digital data c^n be squashed onto a sil- 
ver beer-mat, data which could just as well be 
ptctures, text or applications software, 

There is s standard fonnat for storing data on 
CD. called ISO 96G0, which means that any ' Intelli- 
gent' CD machine witl be able to access the data 
on them. This doesn't mean that, for example, if 
yoij had a PC versiion of WordStar on disc that you 
C04jld ru.n it on your Amiga - you can access the 
binary data but that doesn't mean that the program 
will necessarily run on your machine, in the same 
way that if you have a program that can read PC 
floppies on your Amiga that doesn't mean you can 
nun PC Software from them, 

tt does miean that data is transferable though, 
so pictures, stnjctured fonts and certairt sounds 
sttouid be usable across aH machines- 

CD+G, or CD and graphics. Is nothing more l^at 
an enhancement to ordinary music CDs. As well 
as the normal stereo sound there are two channels 
of graphics data encoded onto the CD, When 

replayed in a graphics capable CD machine (such 
as a CDTV, CD-i, Laserdisc or custom CD+G 




player) the graphic data is displayed via a TV 
screen. Because of the data transfer reqi^irements 
for the audb channel, the graphics data is not 
relayed very quickly, and there is only a very sim- 
ple protocof for transferrtng the data. 

Basically, although a screen of about roughly 
the same resolution as an NTSC 16-colour lo-res 
Amiga screen can be diisplayed, it is addressed in 
a 'chariaoter block' fashkin, meanirtg no smooth 
scrolling or wipe effects are possible. 

Also, because of the speed of transfer, there is 
nothing like the data rate required for even rudi- 
mentary animation. Most of the GD+G music disks 
that have been released display lyric sheets and a 
few mono still images, or in the case of classical 
titles, the musical score and a bit of commentary. 
CD+G disks are not being released in large num- 
bers not because i^t costs much more (anyone 
could knock out a CD+G track In a few evenings), 
but because few people have the equipntent to 
play them on, and even if they did there isnt that 
much entertainment value in them anyway. 

CD+MIDI is a similar sort of thing to CD+G, but 
instead of graphic data being broadcast on the 
extra channels, they are used to transfer MIDI 

instrument and sequencing data to the host CD 
player, which then {if rl has a MIDI interface) relays 
the data to any instruments that are connected. 
Once again, this is an 'enhanced' CD, so you can 
still listen to Just the music on a normal CD player, 
but you witl need something like a CDTV or 
CD+MIDI player to access the eKtra data (which is 
one very good reason why the CDTV iias built-in 
MIDi ports but an ordinary Amiga does not). 
Although potentially more useful than the CD+G 
standand, this medium has suffered a similar late at 
the moment, but the technology is there, so the 
practice may be revived if the current crop of multi- 
media hopefuls catch on In a big enough way, 

PhotoCD is a relatively new corrcept, promoted by 
Kodak. The idea is that instead of (or as well as) 

having your fiims developed at the local chemists 
and getting s load of easily damaged, flammable, 
creaseable, fingerprintabie prints back, you could 
have them whacked straight onto 
CD. Armed with a suitable player 
you twuld then display Aunty 
Mavis picking her nose last 
Christmas on your TV set via a 
suitable player. 

This scheme is not actually in 
operation yet, so it is Impossible to 
say exactly how it will work on an 
everyday basis, or even what qual- 
ity the results will be. The CD-I 
machirves will support PhotoCD 
but, in spite of their now embar- 
rassing! remarks to the 'Contrary, 
the CDTV unit in Its present form 
will not.

Philips's CD^i was not the first CD-ROM entertain- 
ment system on offer, but it currently has the most 
promised support. CD-i stands for Compact Disk 
Interactive and Is eitactly that. A nofmal CD player 
Ihat has advanced graphic capabilities. The discs 
used are the standard CDs we've all come to know 
and will play on a normal hi-fi with CD capabllilies. 
However, it's only wtien they are used with a CD- 
ROM machine that their true potential and content 
are released. 

The CD quality audio is combined with video, 
text, animation and graphics with the promise of a 
Full Motion Video carlrrdge, incorporating the latest 
MPEG compressiorVdeoompression hardware, to 
he available by the end of 1992. This means that it 
will be possibb to put music videos and Interactive 
films on CD as well as fully animated interactive 
cartoon adventures the like of which we've never 
seen before. 

The controller at least is better than the 
Commodore effort. With ergonomic styling and a 
joystick as well as selection buttons, it is much 
easier to use and feels more natural'. Already a 
large aray of accessories are available including a 
rolter ball especially designed for children to use, a 
track ball, joystick and mouse. There are also 
plans for a touch screen facility enabling the user 
to merely touch a point on their screen for the 
Interaction to take place, As with most innovative 
products there's a substantial lack of software, but 
there iis some available.

Land In a particularly 
nasty piece of rough and the duo might tell you 
which type of club to use or hint at you being really 
too deep to get away wilh a ishot with your present 
Iron. Not only do they provide advice, but they are 
also a formidable comedy act with the straight 
taced American providing all the (ead ons for his 
smug and cheeky Aussie counterpart. 

With all this irKjredibte attention to detail and 
gobsmaeking audioVvisuals It would be easy to for- 
get that [here is a game in there loo. You'll be 
pleased to knew that It hasn't sul^ered either as all 
the normal options you've come to expect from 
such sims are fn abundance. Granted it's rtot as in- 
depth as say Micropfo$0 Golf, but it's detailed 
enough to warrant serious attention.

CARTOON JUKEBOX 




It's been a long time sirM:e I watched early morning 
chiMren's TV, but when I did it used to be full of 
such small animated tiUes as those contained on 
Cartoon Jukebox. Primarily this disc is a sing-a^ 
long venture with ten animated cartoon tales of 
popular ditties. However, each of the traditional 
songs has a twist and the results are often hysterS- 
cal. For instance, 'Old McDonald' is shown as a 
poor down-trodden farmer whose hilarious animals 
run riot cfopping up all over the place and causing 
havoc everywhere, far from the ordered and idyllic 
scenes I pictured as a diild. 

'Pop Goes The Weasel' is another classic tale 
that is given a Disneyesque touch by the cobbler's 
possessions coming to life and entering a world of 
fantasy and fable. There are over 50 pages of car- 
toons and what makes this disk extra special is the 
facility for your child to completely recoiour every 
animation and see It come to life before their eyes. 
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TEUME WHY 

The first of two discs that 
are based on the best 
selling book series of the 
same name. The disc 
answers over 175 ques- 
tions in five areas of 
Interest that children 
might ask, The five sub- 
jects on this disc are Our 
Wodd, How Things Work, 
The Zoo, How Things 
Began and the Human 
Body.

Music Is read from the 
CD, of course, and (he tuns^ are euiiably up-tempo 
and provide a good bacl<ing to the action. 

The game itself is pretty standard fare - fly to the 
righl, of each (evel, blast Ihe boss and start on (he new 
plane( - but at least (he power-up system is innova- 
tive. You can (xill guns on to the top and bottom of (he 
ship and aim them independently by swingin-g them 
through 45", You can then mount differani guns 
above, below and in the middle and Ihus use three dif- 
ferent weapons at once. 

Sot-f^sce's oihsf asset Is that it's quite a fast blast 
which isn't too easy to complete (a bit of a rarity on the 
Megadrlve these days). It's a shame that rt didn't 
make nrtore u&e of the Mega-CD's features, but then it 
was (he first CD game to be released and program- 
mers always seem to need Ume to fully get to grips 
with new machinery.

Alas, the Mega^CD PfincB of Parsia features no 
new levels, and only has a couple of tunes (good ones 
though) which back the aclion. There is, however, a 
cartoon intro which features an instant of sprite scal- 
ing, and (he soundtrack on tha title' screen is superb-. 

The plo! (escape from pa(ace dungeons and kiil 
evil Grand Vieier in ana hour to save beloved prirnsss 
from extinciion) is (he same as ever, as are those 
superbJy animated, running, jumping, sword-fighting 
sprites. These are slighity more detailed than the 
Amiga version's, though (he colours and styles of the 
backgrounds are similar.

6y using an extrenteiy effective tilend of real 
documentary video footage frorn oW news reels 
and scores of easy to access menus, the disc 
allows you to sit back and watch the whole story of 
space flight unfold before your eyes. The CD is 
crammed full of information Ihat can be located at 
a click of the remote buttons and called up in an _ 
instant or you can simply walch the entire movie' 
experience from start to finish.

That being said (he subject matter is so fascinating 
that all these minor points are easily forgotten as 
you get sucked further and further into the disc.

Tfie HulGhinson Encyclopaedia's grounding lies In 

the books of the 
same name. The 
Hutchinson liter- 
ary works have 
been gathering 
information from 
the four corners 
of the globe for 
over 40 years 
and now it's all 
been brought up la dale arKl into Ihe 21st century 
with this compact disc. 

The silvier platter contains over 25,000 separate 
items with over 2000 pictures and sound record- 
ings from the BBC's archives. By simply clicking on 
the relevant icons you can call up literally thou- 
sands of bits of informatbn whilst examining 
pictures and hearing any historic or relevant 
sounds that might accompany them. For instance, 
tall up Jon McEnroe and you'll receive a brief, but 
concise account of his tennis career, recent and 
useful pictures of the man himself and also the 
option to listen to his infamous the ball was in' 
speech delivered to a Wimbledon Tournament ref- 
eree in front of several thousand tennis fans. 

All the information contained on the disc can be 
accessed via any number of menus and searching 
facilities. AJlhough they are a bit slow at times 
they're considerably faster than the human hand 
and just about any topic can be located and 
brought twfore your eyes in under seven seconds. 
Apart from the audio, editorial and pictorial infor- 
mation ttiere are a great many maps that can be 
utitised to find most destinations in the world or 
help out with ihat geography home work. There's 
no video, though, which (s a shame but when 
you're trying to cram as much in on a disc as pos- 
sible there have to be some casualties. Everything 
you'll ftnd on the disc is totally cross referenced 
and when you have dragged your qhosen topic to 
the surface, some arrows at the bottom of the 
screen will allow you to look at ttie previous paige 
and the ones shown after. Alternatively there's a 
more traditional index that lists and locates every 
instance on the disc where the specific word 
you've chosen is used and then pulls them out for 
you to peruse at your leisure in succession. 

Every one from Marilyn Monroe to Bruce Lee 
can be found, and everywhere from Burlon-Upon- 
Trent to Wembley Stadium is described, mailing an 
invaluable referencing tool that the whole family 
can use easily and quickly. There's even the 




opportunity to connect your player to the TV and 
access ttie encyclopaedia whilst you're watchirtg 

the television lo see If it can throw any light on a 
problematic topic Great stuff that's a lot of fun!

A rather comical representation of the popular 

board game. The 
rules are the same 
and sifripie 
enough. The first

This version adopts a haughty oH bird to host 
the rounds and keep an eye out for any skull-dug- 
gery (cheating!). Each category of questions, 
geography, literature, history, etc, has its own rep- 
resentative who is introduced by the bird with a 
very humorous cartoon animation. Mae West deals 
out the entertainment questions and Christoptier 
Columbus the geography to name but two. 

The bird chips in with the odd quip and gener- 
ally helps to keep things rolling in a light hearted 
manner and it all seems to work ejtceedingly well. 
'¥'ou can cut thnaugh some of the trimming though 
so you don't get too boned with repetitive com- 
ments, but the best thing about CD Trivial Pursuit 
is that you can play it on your own. This game is 
even better than its original table lop cousin. It'll 
take you ages lO' exhaust all the supplied ques^ 
tiions and when the first disc runs dry there's 
another full one included in the package as a 
resepi^. Excellent.

If you havent heard about Lemmings by now you 
should go and look them up in The Hutchinson 

Encyclopaedia. If you do it'll probably say some- 
thing like 'small furry nocturnal creatures with a 

mystifying lack off 
brain cells and a 
love of danger* 
which is more or 
less what their 
game counter- 
parts are. 

The Idea 
behind the 
Psygnosis mon- 
ster smash was for you to use your brain cells and 
the Lemmings constructive talents to guide a pre- 
set number of the critters out of hanris way, over 
all potentially dangerous and obtrusive objects 
safely to the exit located somewhere or the other 
side of the screen. You'll be pleased, or displeased 
as the case may be, that the CD version is no dif- 
ferent to the Amiga original right down to the 
sound effects. 

What you do get though, if you invest in this 
version, is not only one laf the greatest games of all 
time, but a snealt preview of a future CD game in 
the pipeline called Planeiside (now renamed 
Mtcrocosm).

The main use of CD technology on the PC at the 
moment is CD-ROM. Although the technotogy Is 
still relatively new, there is quite a substantiat soft- 
ware base aFready available for it, covering 
everything from games to business utilities. 
Multimedia PCs (or MFCs as they're being calW) 
are starting to crop up everywtiere and mosl of ttie 
major software bouses gre taking note. 

Atltiough the majority of games supporting CD- 
ROM are currently just shovelware - existing 
floppy-based games shoved onlio a CD with no 
modPfieations - several companies are starting to 
test the water with CD-ROM specific titfes. Virgin's 
immrnertt The 7th Guest is one such game, usir>g 
full-motion vkJeo and digitised actors to create the 
illusion of walkirtg around a haunted mansion, 
Ghosts hover in between tables, pictures ooze out 
of their frames, people wander around going slowily 
mad, all in Super- VGA video motion. 

CD-ROM's only main drawback is, that disc 
accessing time is stifl compsralively slow com- 
pared to conventional systems and in its present 
state it doesn't lock like beooming a serjous threat 
to replacing hard drives. It's getting better though 
and before long it wouldn't be too surprising to see 
CD-ROM drives becoming standard fittings for 
PCs. 

SHERLOCK HOLMES 
CONSULTING DEIfCTIVI 




The ofiiy thing really wrong with thij digitised 
delight is that it doesn't have Jeremy Brett and 
Edward Hardwick as Holmes and Watson. What It 
does have, though, is anound 90 minutes of full- 
motion video, three separate cases artd awful 
English accents. 

The first time you load up the game you are 
guaranteed Ho have a crawd around you. The ani- 
mated casebook flips open and the master 
detective appears on the screen, nestling in his 
armchair and clutchirvg his pipe, introducing you to 
the game. You'll tend to notice the occasional 
pauses while the disc accesses Itie next segment 
of video, but providing your machirke is fast enough 
it isn't mudi of a problem. 

Each case staris off with a video clip setting the 
scene, from where you set off around London to 
eliminate the impossibilities and solve the erime. 
You can consult pages from the London Times, 



send your Baker Street Irregulars off to follow peo- 
ple gr even call in on the blundering Inspector 
Lestr^de. Each time you visit somewhere pertinent 
to the tage, you are treated to another video seg- 
ment. What's nice about it ail is that the video isn't 
everything (alUiough it's tempting just to keep 
watctiing and marvelling at it all}. Clues can be 
gleaned from plenty of sources and, as with the 
real thing, it's extremely difficult to come up with 
the solution. 

That's possibly its other problem; it can be a Ut- 
ile frustrating for novice adventurers. Luckily, 
scenes can t>e replayed for those not cjuick 
enough to spot things first time round. The whole 
business of looking up files in your rtoteboolt, com- 
paring them (o information in the newspapers and 
sending off your irregulars to investigate is a good 
example of the other main use of CD-ROM. the 
ability to store lots of data and cross-reference it 
with ease. 

As a game you may tend to find Sheriock 
Ho/mesa tad on the tricky side, but then it would 
be pointless to let you solve it all in a week. 
Despite this, Sheriock Holmes is an amazing pnsd- 
uct, both to play and to show off CD-ROM's 
capabilities. It's kind of fortunate that this product 
has anlved as eariy on in the CD-ROM's evolutkyn- 
ary stages as this, as it sureiy means that future 
products, both from I COM Systems and others, will 
tje even better. Just look at the floppy-based soft- 
ware industry for an example. 



1ME CHESSMASTER 3000 

As chess games go, the Chessmaster series has 




always been one of the strongest names. The 

Chessmaster 3000 was available before this multi- 
media version was produced, but unlike the crop of 
shoveiware thai dominates the market. The 
Software Toolworks has actually made some sig- 
nificanl changes to take advantage of the 
technology. 

The most notable of these changes are the 
audio files that are now used for analysing games, 
offering advice and teaching you the rules. For the 
'Chessmaster' you get an elderly but wise sound- 
ing man, for errors and rules you are taught by a 
soothing, female voice. 

Not only voices but graphics. Full 25S-calour 
VGA is used to display the board and the pieces 
and 3D modelling Is used to aNowthe play area to 
be placed in any rotation. You're also allowed to 
annotate your own games should you have the 
use of a microphone. The other main use of the 
CD is to store the data from classic games of 
chess and use them in the game, either to analyse 
or as a setup for a computer opponent, 
Chessmaster 3000 qu\t&. simply has virtually any- 
thing the professional chess piayer can want.

Described as an in valuable reference guide, 

Microsoft's compilation disc of the Hammond Atlas 
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of the World, the CoEiiCise Columbia 
Encyclopaedia, the American Heritage Dictionary, 
Bartlett's Book of Quotations, Roget's II Thesaurus 
and Whitlaker's Almanac 1991 is designed for 
Windows users wanting quick and easy access to 
a host of facts. 

Quite simply you just dick on the Bookshelf 
icon to open up the first menu - a nice graphical 
repress ntalion of a typical home ilbfary, complete 
with book-ends - then either select the book you 
need or use the Search function to find specific 
mentions of specific topics. Cross-referencing is as 
easy as asJting it to find 'All mentions of General 
Custer except in the Encyclopaedia'. 

The various books are all well represented, with 
animated illustrations, digitised graphics, sound 
effects, music and speech being used to clarify 
sections of the encyclopaedia, give examples of 
correct pronunciation and displays of famous musi- 
cail scores, 

H you have to find faults with it then look no fur- 
ther than its obvious American bias Asking the 
dictionary for the pronunciation of the woni route, it 
gave me 'RO'WT', and asking the almanac to name 
the top 50 television shows of last year, we get the 
American charts. Still, little foibles aside, the 
BooksfiBifls extremely handy for anyone that 
needs information at a touch of a bultort. 




THE STATE OF PLAY 

It is still a little earty to tell what volume and 
quality of software will be rei'eased on the differ- 
ent machines. The CD-I has the advantage that 
developers have to start almost from scratch 
and they thus avoid Ihe 'shoveiware' trap, where 
developers just transfer floppy software to CD 
without '.jaking any enhancements. 
Unfortunately that means it will take longer 
before a consistent degree of programming 
eompeience is achieved. 

Allhough the CD-i has greater promised sup- 
port, it seems unlikely that Sony or JVC will 
jump in until Philips have tested the water. 
Meanwhile the Quality of software on the CDTV 
has improved dramatically over the last few 
mor>»is and with the release of the A570 there 
is a greater potential market for developers to 
become interested in. 

The MegaCD carries the console threat into 
Ihe CD arena, and whilst not as high profile just 
yet it does have the might of SEGA behind it. 
MeanwhiPe the sale of IBM PC CD-ROM drives 
is unlikely to greatly detract from anyone else's 
chances - and vice-versa. 

Make no mistake that the computer compa- 
nies are beginning to see CD-ROM as some 
sort of holy grail - 'this is where the future is 
headed,' they have decided. Though, like pen- 
guins gt the edge of an ice-floe, many are just 
waiting to see if the first brave few get eaten 
alive, they H all end up jumping in eventually. 
While we await further developments, we'll he 
keeping you informed of all the new software 
titles that come out in the months ahead, with 
particular attention focused on Commodore's 
CDTV.

AMIGA LAUNCH 

LJujlch of ihe year in the UK w^s the long-awaited debut 
ol \hB Commodore Amiga, &hiown at llie CommoddrB 
Computer Show in Masf m its original AIOOO Gonfigura- 
ton. Hard to recall that this beast wouM set you back a 
coel El ,696.25 at the time, and that CoramodorB was 
busy denying its poteritial as a gannes machinB.

Just as significant in the lon^i Term, was Amstrad's 
decision to up-^end the stuffy PC martlet with a rartge of 
IBM compatible machines al i>rices cheaperthart much of 
thesQitware available for them, Amstrad did not. how- 
ever, conduct ihe low cos-t clone revolution all on its own. 
In lact, as component prices continued to tall sharply, the 
marltet was wide openi for companies such as Spectrum 
withtheBondwell machines, Opusand Tandy to produce 
PCs at new low pricas: between £B0O-£1 ,000. 



PRICE FAIL 

Amstrad's PC 151 2s, starting at £469. were even cheaper. 
In addition, you could pick up a PCI 512 from a High 
Street store such as Dixons rather than going through a 
specialist dealer, and Amstrad's high profile in the press 
ensured that for a while the word Amsfrad meant low- 
cost business computer' in much the same waiy as 
'Hoover' means vacuum cleaner, 

The potential of the games console, back in a new 
and technically advanced form, raised its head with the 
arrival of the Sega Master System in the autumn. Other 
new machines were simply vanations on a theme: 
CommotJore added an in-built disk drive to the Cl2Band 
csilled it the C12SP, and later in the year put the C64 into 
its familiar ivory casing: Amstrad added another 256 K 
RAM and 3 s«Cdrid disk dnve to the PCW; the Spectrum 
became the Spectrum 12B in February and Itie 
redesigned Plus 2 version came out in the autuunn (see 
below): Atari produced a megabyte version of the ST, the 
1040ST; Acorn upgraded Ihe BBC standard at long last, 
bringing out the Master series, 

SmCUUR BUT-OUT 

Alan Sugar buying out Sir Clive Sinclair was the sort of 
event that turns up in spoof predictions - in April tS&g il 
actually happened. Mo-one was surprised thait Sinclair 
was being bought out following the Maxwell debacle Ihe 
previous year. Thai it should tw Amstrad. whose chair- 
man Alan Sugar had been wont to refer to the Spectrum 
as a 'pregnant calculator', made it the story of the year. 

Amstrad spent £5 million on the Sinclair name, its 
stock and the rights to its technology. Sinclair Research 
continued to exist, and Sir Clive, freetrom the encum- 
brance of debts and warehous-es piled high with 
Spectrumsand QLs, went ort lo (orm Cambridge 
Computers to develop portable compuiers (the Z38 came 
out a year later) and Anamarlic lo further research into 
walerscale integration. Amstrad dropped the QL like a 
stone and took just four months to put together the Plus 
2, with its conventional keyboard and integral tape deck,

Schitreen, made the news again when their case (see last 
month's installment) finally came to trial and the pair 
were found guilty of forgery. The times totalled El ,350,

'ERIWEGO 

In May, US Gold, software publisher with the Midas 
touch, slipped up. It had pulled off a coup in ac^juiring a 
computer games licence to the 1 986 World Cup and all 
was set fair for a sure-fire number one game when the 
company discovered it was unable to get an original 
game bas^d on the World Cup out in time. 

Outwardly uii^dauntedi, the company went ahead with 
all Ihe intended packaging - the badges, the scorecards, 
the posters -and in ttie absence of an original program 
included Artie's two-year-old World Cup Socwf. 'Which 
perhaps neednt have been a disaster in itself, but Woiid 
Cup Carnival wasn't being billed as a re-release, and at 
£9.95, it wasn't priced as one.

Amstrad enhanced its PC series with the launch of the 
PCI 640, and a range of portable machines in the autumn. 
Atari introduced an up-market version of the ST standard, 
the MegaSTs. aind Commodore be^n its attempt to go 
back to its busin-ess roots with a range of PC compatibles. 

ARCHIMEDES DEBUT 

All these machines were widely expected and, with the 
possible exception of the Z8S, held few surprises. It was 
lieft to Acorn, of all people, to provide the year's most sen- 
sational launch with ttie first Archimedes machines.. The 
Archimedes 30O and 400 machines used Acorn's own 
RISC technology -and were something of a world-first at 
tne price. Ttiey ran al a terrifying 4 mips (millions ot 
instructions perseoond), it could display 2S6 colours 
from a palette ot 4,096 at a screen rBSOlution of 640x512. 
and the eight voice digital sound could play in glorious 
stereo.

PCs designed to give Amstrad it& Preak ir tine corporate 
market, it also tacked on a "home' PC, the Sinclair PCZDQ. 
Demonstrated aiongside the PC200D&, which had state of 
the art V6A graphic screens budt in as standard, ttie 
chunky C6A display on the hapless PC200 showed up- its 
main failing straightaway. Here we had a PC intended to 
play games (there were four US Bold titles bundletl with 
it) and its graphics were already out of date, On the other 
hand tt^g use of an integral 3" imch disk dnve rather ttian a 
5" inch version was ahead of its tifne. 



And (ust in case it wasn't abundantly clear ttiat tiere 
was the ultimale games machine, David Braben had run 
up a little number called Zarcfi to demonstrate the 
Archimedes' month-watering capahilities, Zarefi was a 
wonderfully smooth arcade eame which ntade most ST 
and Amiga offerings of tfie lime look rather silly, and to 
compound the insult, a rumour immediately hurtled found 
the industry that Za-refi was iust a few lines of Archimedes 
BASIC. It wasn't, of course, but it seemed one of ttie lew 
adequate ways to eiiplain the power of the machine. 

TheArctiimedes-as-games-m^chine debate stilt rages, 
Tfie rnain problem lor the onginal 30Ds was that while 
£1 .000 was a starllingHy low price for a RISC macftine, it 
was too high for aoames micro. Secondly was the prob- 
lem of support: games programmers were only just 
getting to grips with the possitiilities oJ the Atari ST, and 
had scarcely begun to tap the resources of the Amiga's 
custom chips. That they would all be able to master RISC 
In their spare time was |ust too much to aisk, 

VIRUS KIUERS 

Viruses hit the ne'ws forthetirst time in November, when 
Amiga owners were startled by the message 'Something 
wandeiiul has happened -your Amiga is alive', A Virus 
Killer package was duly programmed and distributed. It 
all seemed like a nine day wonder ... 

Now thai PCs, such as Amstrad 151 2s and IBMs, 
were going into the home, it became worthwfiile tor com- 
panies to start producing PC games software, or 
importing from I he US, where the PC was outselling the 
ST and Amiga put together as a home machine. The UK, 
very slowly, began to catcti up. 

In July, Steve Gold and Robert Schifreen, now eoliec- 
tivflly known as ttie Pfestel hackers, won ttieir appeal 
against their conviction for forgery after breaking into 
Prestel mail Poxes back in t995. Gntish Telecom decided 
to appeal against the appeal, and the case went to the 
House of Lords, The saga finally came to an end in 1953, 
after three years going through I he the courts, when tbe 
Law Lords ruled that the appeal which quashed Gold and 
Schifreen' s convictions, should stand. 
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AMIGA GROWTH 

After the flurries of preivious years, 1938 was a quiet ore 
for new macbines. The games market looked settled wilh 
the Amiga and ST battling it out tor the- high end market 
and the Spectrum, Commodore 64 and CPC taking care of 
S-Pits. The onty unknown quantities were tbe much-pre- 
dicted neturn of the consoles - particularly the rather 
puzzling fact that while Nintendo was flexing its muscles 
and cleaning up in Japan and tbe US, it was virtually invis- 
ible in the UK - and was tbere/wasn'l there a boom in PC 
games?

'I guess you could say that The 
^sos Engine has been heavily 




inspired by Gaunttsf, says Bitmap 
main man Eric Matthews In their East 
London office. To our mind, there has 
never been a game that has com- 
pletely captured the essence ot it, so 
that's partly what we're trying to do. 
You know, the atmosphere generated 
as you race around a maze, all trying 
to find the exit while helping each 
other blast away masses of nasties.' 

No one can say that they're <toing 
a bad job of it. if what they have com- 
pleted so far is anything to go by. It 
can best be described as an arcade 
blaster with a few puzzle elements, 
but there is a hell of a lot more to it 
than (hat. Vou and a friend are com- 
bat heroes, dedicated to destroying 
the Chaos Engine. Before you can do 
so, you have to wage bloody war over 
dozens of levels, desiroying g'vefy- 
thing in sight. 

But hang on, doesn't this sound 
just like every other eight-way 
scrolling blaster? Wtiat makes it all so 
special? 'The one thing that took the 
most time was working out all the intel- 
ligence routines. All of the bad guys 
have minds of their own and each has 
a diffefient purpose. Some are placed 
to guard particular items, whereas 
others simply home in on you. 

TWO PLAYER MODE 

"The biggest task was getting the 
computer player to react in the right 
way. Tho game has been designed 
for two player blasting, and if you 
don't have a friend to play with, then 
the computer steps in. However, we 



didn't want the typical computer 
player, who always aims perfectly 
and follows rigidly defmed routes. 
We wanted this player to act in 
exactly the same way as a human, 
SO that you feel like you're playing 
with another person. 

'One test we did was to set 
someone up playing a one-player 
game in a room by themselves, and 
then we brought people in to watch. 
Most couldn'i tell which of the char- 
acters the person was controlling, I 
think that says a lot.' 

That's not ail. Other new ele- 
ments include a fair scoring system. 
'How many times,' asks Eric, 'have 
you played a game like Gsunftet 
with someone else, only to have to 
fight 

everyone yourself while the other 
person steps in and steals all the 
bonuses?' If s true, most people do 
follow that strategy, but it won't work 
in Ctjaos. At the end of each level, 
the computer looks at how much 
Carnage you caused, and how much 
of the actual level solving you did, 
and then divides the score accord- 
ingly, If you do most of the blasting, 
then you get most of the cesh.

Eacti human begins with only two 
abilities.

This is the only way to reach 
higher platforms, and the more men 
you use, the more unstable the 
tower of bodies becomes. As you 



discover the various objects within 

the game, the humans 'tiecome 
more profieieni. For example, pick- 
ing up a spear adds three new sl^iiis 
to a player. He can throw it to other 
humans, he can use it as a weapon 
Or he can pole vault with it, allowing 
him to cross gaps between plat- 
forms. 

SIMPLE CONTROIS 

The control system is simple 
enough. The joystick conlrpls all the 
walking about, and pushing up auto- 
matically puts the current man into a 
stacking position.

space bar and return l<eys are used, 
respectively, to cycle through the 
menu options at the bottom of the 
SCr'een and to select an option.

Youll iusl have to get by with Putty's 
rather extraordinary capabilities, 1 
have to say, if there's one thing the 
console invasion has done for Amiga 
games, its the jntroduction of very 
versatile characters. Putty, like the 
toy of similar name, can do a hell of a 



lot of things considering he's just a 

small blob of goey stuff. He has 
many different ways of mowing alxiut, 
for example. He can walk along plat- 
forms, with two little bumps sticking 
out t>elow him in place of feet. He 
can leap too, gathering himself into a 
little ball and then springing up Into 
the air. But that isn't all. 

Possibly Putty's biggest trick is his 
ability to stretch himself over vast dis- 
tances until he 
findis another plat- 
form, ai which 
point he pulls the 
rest of his being 
after tiim, tiasi- 
cally transporting 
himself to his new 
looation. This 
trick, once mas- 
tered, allows him 
to race all over 
the screen in vir- 
tually no time at 
all. 
But, you might be asking, what 
can he do to defend himself? In this 
respect he can use one of four differ- 
ent tactics. 'He can either puncti to 
the left or right, forming a small part 
of his side into a fist and then jabbing 
anything within range. Or, with most 
enemies, he can absorb them, 
extracting the life energy tor himself. 
This is done by getting in front of 




them and then spreading out flat on 
the floor until they walk on him, at 
which point he sucks them in. 
Another trick (and this he can only do 
with limited enemy creatures) is 
'Puttymorphing'. When he tias 
absorbed a creature, a double slab 
on the fire button changes him into 
the shape of the aforementioned vic- 
tim,, complete with attacking 
capabilities. For example, in 
Toywor^d a clockwork orange 
marches up and down spitting pips. 
Once Putty absorbs this and poly- 
morphs into il, he can spit pips at 
other enemies. Smart eh? 

Finally, for a really big bang. Putty 
can turn himself into a smart bomb to 
take out all the opposition on screen 
at once. Waggling the joystick furi- 
ously causes Putty to expand to 
superPulty proportions before blow- 
ing up, wiping out everthing else, 

PUABILHY 

None oi this can he done without 
energy, and Putty needs a lot of this 
in the form of Pliability to be able to 

do anything t>esides leap. As he per- 
forms all his litlle functions, his 
Pliability meter slowly drops, but this 
can thankfully be replenished by 
absorbing passing creatures as well 
as bonus food and energy tokens. 

The game is played over six lev- 
els, starling on the ground and

Can Virgin follow up the immense success of Jimmy White's Whirlwind Snooker?^ 
Will riiTDinon ever write a decent reviewT Read on for these answers and more.. 



THE WAY IT WAS 

Back in 1998, Arch&r Maclean 
popped into EMAP Towers with an 
Archimedes disk. It was an early 
ttemo of a polygon snooker gaiti^e 
which had everyone gasping in 
astonishment. Three years later it 
surfaced in the form of Jimmy White's 
WhiTiwind Snooker. Both reviewers 
and punters loved it, and the game 
has been in the top thirty on and oft 
ever since. And now Archer has 
turned his attentions to the other side 
of the Atlantic to produce PooK a 
game which is more thain just a cash- 
in on the previous lioense. 

Pool is, in essence, a far simpler 
game than snooker. There are two 
main torms, althoygfi B-Ball has both 
US and UK rules. 8-Ball basically 
consists oi seven red and 7 yellow 
balls, and the blach. The aim is to 
knock down all your colour belore 
your opponenl. has a go at theirs, and 
l^en knock down th& black 10 win. In 
9-Ball, a US tournament game, you 
are presented with nine numbered 
balls, and the winner is the person 
who knocks down the 9 ball. The only 
problem is, you have to hit the lowest 
ball on the table lirst, Any balls that 
go down after that are legal, For 
exampte, it on a break you hil tfie 1 
ball which then cannons into the 9 
Ijall, knocking H down, you are t^ie 
winner. However, if you should hil the 
2 ball when the 1 ball is on the table, 
a foul is called and control switches 
to the otfier player. 

AHY DIFFERf NCE? 

f^Jaturally, what everyone wants to 
know is what Is the difference 
between ihis game and Whiriwindi 
To tell you the trdth, not a hell of a 
lot. Instead of reworking the game. 
Archer has merely added a handful of 
Improvements to the framework, and 
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kepi the graphic engine and user 
inieriaoe the same. Now, on top of 
being able to play one or two player 
games, you can play 'best of 
matches against the computer or a 
Iriend, playing 3, 5, 7 or 9 games,, 
with the aim of winning more than 
your opposing cuester. 

The computer intelligence has 
undergone a major overhaul, There 
are now twenty computer opponents 
to play against, each with their own 
playing styles, Irom Cross -Eyed

The other main improvemenl is 
the new sconng system.. Obviously in 
pool you don't rack up numerical 
scores like you do Jn snooker, so , 
Archer has come up with a novel * 
system of feoording how well you're 
playing. The Rankometer gives you 
ttie order of potted balls, your overall 
skill rating as a percentage and vari- 
ous other statistics. This is wha! gets 
savetf oui at the end of each go. 

NUMBER CRUNCHER 

Thg most strfking thing about 
Whirlwind Snooker vias the graphics, 
Conviincing, smooth and very fast, it 
isn't hard to understand why il sold 
so well. Can Archer do the same writh 
PooL thoygh, as pool balls are num- 
bered, and the 9 ball has a stripe 
down the middle? Calculating the 
position of the numbers as they 
rotate around the ball would call for 
some serious number crurKihirtg, and 
so Archer has decided not to have 
rolling numbers. Sadly, this detracts 
from the game, making the balls Iciolt 
as though they are gliding around 
like table hockey pucks. Even so, 
they stil'l zip around sfl^oothfy enougih 
and the 88 different sizes of bail i 
graphic means that the balls all glide 
across the table realistically. 

The game ilself plays exaetfy the 
same as the previous one, A row of 
icons gives you all the options neces- 
sary, while holding down ihe left 
mouse button aNows you to rotate 
the table and holding down the left 
lets you zoom in and out. 

To all intents and purposes. Pool 
is almost identical to Whiiiwind 
Snooker, whJch is why I can only rec- 
ommend this to you if you (a) don't 
have the previous title or (b) loved 
the first one so much you want more 
of the same.-a

Alternatively, you can try solving

The first thing you'll notice when 
you open the box are the two Sim 
Earth game disks. One is tor the 
standard user, where the game 
requires IMb to play and runs in low 
resolution mode. The other is for 
more advanced machines, running in 
hi- res interlace and requiring 2Mbs. 
The latter Is obviously faithful to the 
PC and Macintosh versions, but you 
only lose out on presentation if you 
don't have the high grade set-up. 

On loading, you are presented 
with the opening menu. This shows 
you the eight different scenarios you 
can play on, as well as the difficufty 
level. Changing the level of difficuJty 
doesn't actually change how the 
game runs, but it does affect the 
amount of energy you have for deal- 
ing with problems. There is also an 
'experimental' mode, which gives 
you limitless energy, making iiife so 
r>iiuch easier, 

CRfATURE 
COMFORTS 

Energy is at the core of the game 
and is split into two parts. The first, 
your energy, is the total amount of 



conlrol you have over the running of 
the planet. Creating life takes only 
small amounts, and you can plop 
animals down wherever you like 
most of the time. Doing something a 
little larger, however, such as caus- 
ing an earthquake, eats up your 
energy in no time. 

The other kind of eneiigy belongs 
to the Sim Earth lings, and although 
you inherit some of this, you can 
never have control over it. 
Essentially, as speoies develop and 
grow, you get more and more energy 
- rather like taxation in Sim City. 

The game is essentially played 
out over three screens, although 
there are numerous windows that 
can be called up at any time, The 
first is the map screen. This gives a 
full, flat image of your planet along 
with a series of buttons at the bot- 
tom. By pressing on different 
buttons, you can find out about the 
temperature, air currents, amounts 
and position of life on the planet and 
various other things. A ctick on the 
'Globe' option turns the map into a 
rotating ball, showing more precisely

where all the action happens, The 
main part of the screen is taken up 
with a close-up view of part of the 
landscape. Mariked on tfiis map are 
all the different types of terrain and 
Inhabitants, Obviously this view is 
simplified, but what more could you 
expect? 

WORLD DECISIONS 

Dov;n tne left side of the screen are 
the main game optii>ns, and this is 
where you really start to interact. The 
first icon lets you place things on the 
planet, such as lifeforms and different 
pieces of techrrology. If the time or 
climate are wrong, they will die out 
instantly. Nurture ihem, and they'll 
flourish. The final option is the 
Monolith. This large black shape - a 
la S001 , is used tO' promote intelli- 
gence within creatures, and before 
long the creature you use it on will 
become sentient. You can only have 
one sentient race at a time, arid as 
thl3 race passes through the different 
ages (industnal, technological, etc) it 
finally reaches the space race, at 
which point all of the creatures of that 
ilk leave the planet in rockets to 
colonise other planets, and the game 
begins all over again. 

Other options include the raising 
and lowenng of 'and, changing the 
scenery and, to my mind the most 
interesting, adding natural disasters 
such as lidal waves and virulent 
plagues. Try to imagine the effect 
that a major votcano slap bang in the 
middle of England would hava on the 
coast of France. Or have you ever 



wondered what a meteorite ttie size 
of a city would have on the global 
infrastructure? In this game you don't 
have to imagine as you can create a 
whole plethora of disasters one after 
another. 

Ttiere are four different scientific 
models to play with, too, Which allow 
you to alter general fundamental 
aspects of the planet. The 
Atmosphere model, for example, 
allows you to change the amount Of 
rainfall, the power of the sun and the 
strength Of the greenhouse effect, 
whereas the Civil isaiion miodel lets 
you change the sociological aspects 
of the sentient race, be they working 
In agriculture or the arts. And this is 
all done by selecting the relevant 
optior^ and then sliding a bar, 

INFORMATION 

There are almost liimrtless sources of 

infornnaiion in the game, all of which 
have lo be monitored at some point 
or another. There are a number of 
graphs deiailingi such items as the 
amount of nitrogen in the atmosphere 
to how many wars there have been in 
the last hundred years. In fact, the 
amount of information is the most 
dauntin.9 thing of all. You really do 
have to watch your back in this 
game, as disaster can come from 
any angle, 

The key thing about Sim Earth is 
its leaning toward realism. It 
becomes fascinating, even addicfive 
after a while Just exploring the possi- 
bilities available, In that respect K. 
actually forms quite a good learning 



tool, as well as being a hell of a lot of 
fun to use. 

It's going to take a very long time 
to become completely familiar with 
the package, probably far longer than 
the couple of weeks I've had with it, 
but I'm loving every minute. This 
game re<iuires more brainpower than 
any other I have evef played, but if 
you really wani a challenge, and are 
ready to see what a simulator is all 
about, then get this the second it hits 
the shelf.

COULD YOU nU. IF IT WAS 
FILTIREP? 

Everytiody knows that th© Amiga has a built-in 
Bound filter designed to reduce tinny Treble and 
boost the bass. Everybody who has ever h&ard it 
also kncfws that the machine sounds a lot twtter 
when the built-in fl1t&r is turned oM. 

The troublie with the internal circuit is that it is a 
very primitive low pass filter. This means that all 
the frequencies above a certain point diminish - 
bye bye breaking glass samples and hi-hats. 
Becayse the frequency response is set you can't 
even adjust it- The only thing you can do is turn it 
off, whicti is also quite annoying, because then 
your sounds may sound like they are tieing gener- 
ated from the bottom of a Cambell's soup can. 
There have been a few solutions to this problem, 
and the Iwst of these is still probably the most 
simple - turn the filter off,, get some phono leads, 
buy a very expensive Flotel amp with a built-in 
graphic equaliser (for equalising the graphics) and 
plug It in to the back of the Amiga. 

This is a good solution, but can be a bit tricky if 
a} you don't have pots of money or b} somebody 
else is using the Hi Fi to listen to Betty Boo. 
Perhaps the m^ost reasonable solution then is to 
replace the lilter by tyrning it off and introducing a 
new filter between the Amiga and th& machine. 

PYRAMID POWER 

The Pyramid Sounc^En/ianceT* connects, via a sat 
of phono sockets, to the Amiga. Another set of 
phono leads jack out of the back of the interface 
which can then he plugged into whatever amplifier 
you are using. The unit takes its power from the 
serial port. It simply plugs in and has a through 
connector for any modems or things that you 
might actually want connected to the- serial bus. 

There are only two controls on the unit; an on- 
off switch and a selector control, The selector 
gives you the ability to change the cut off fre- 
quency of the filter. This means that you can more 
or less select whether to generate a more bone- 
Ihumping bass sound or a tooth-rattling high pitch 
treble. There is only one control so the filter is 
more analogous to a 'tone' contfoi father than to 
separate Treble and bass sliders, Vou won't 
believe the difference when you try It out. 

Now not only will the neighbours l>e able to 
hear the music 10 your favourite game well into 
the night, they'll 'also be able to appreciateall^ 
subtle nuances of its composition, {t^^J

PICrURE POWER 

Prcturas are important. Th&jr form a vital part of 
many pieces of worlt - newsletters, posters, pack- 
agji^g, slicfesliows (obviousty), demos, multimedia 
- the list of uses for compiJterised images goes on 
and on. 

W^ich b&gs the question of how you get hold of 
them in the first place. Well, the traditional digitiser 
is no Jonger as expensive as it once was, with units 
at around £f 00. Then th&re are afways scanners, 
particularly the cheap but efteetiwe hand-scanner, 
also prioed at around £1 00. 

FIND THE TIME.^ 

But these solutions still leave you with the problem 
of trying to find & suitable image to scan or digi- 
tise, Even then you will have to be well practised 



in the use of such a system to get consistently 
good results, which could tal(e some time. 

The obvious answer is to get some clipart. Now 
the usual problem with clipart is that you still face 
some oi the same compromises - you can't 
depend orf"getting the exact image you are looking 
for, only somethmg that comes reasonably close. 
Well, there's not much to be done about that, The 
second thing is that a large number of the images 
will be exactly what you want but in some unsuit- 
able format. 

The Amigamania clipart disks are all cate- 
gorised fairly well, with sets on such diverse 
subjects as wildlife and cars, with about 30 or so 
pictures on each disk. 

SO LOHG AS IT'S GREY 

Each picture is a 16-colourgrey High-res interlace 
image, ilnotigh very few of them are full screen, 
The images are quite disappointingly inconsistent 
tfiough. They are all clDviously scanned in from a 
magazine or book but whilst some seem to have 
been done with great care, others are cropped 
badly and carry the tell-tale diamond patterns so- 
nifying a screen clash. 

Given the price of these disks, the sets are 
fairly good value, but their use is

WHAT A CHARACTER 

From within Protsxt version 5-5, the chosen 
character set Is fully integrated, and can be 
displayed without side effects on-scrsen by 
means of the ALT key. 

ft's all very well being able to see the char- 
acters on the screen, but Mr. Martin has also 
managed to create a set of printer drivers 
which wiN output the characters directly to a 
dot matrix printer. This is no easy task, and 
the printers currently supported are the Star 
and Cftizen 'S' range, with limited support 
given to Epson and NEC printers amongst 
others. More printers should become sup- 
ported m due time,

THE SHAPE OF THINGS TO 
COME? 

Nol SO long ago. the Amiga world was introduced 
to the concept of 'TrueCobur', the principle of dis- 
ptaying objects using 16 mililion plus Shad$$ of 
cclour, and therefore generating images which tc 
all intents and purposes were photo-realistic At 
almost exactly the same time the price tag for this 
privilege was revealed, and unfortunately for

colour {4096 shades), HA ME was capable of IS 
or 24-bit coslour: TrueColour on a budget had 
arrived- A strange twist in the fortunes of HAM-E 



has meant that you wiill ac...^ v .-ave great diffi- 
culty in getting hold of one these days, but there 
wilt be plenty of them about nevertheless, {And if 
you doni know what I'm talking about, you obvi- 
ously haven't been following our news section.) 

MASTERINO YOUR IMAGES 

The protJlem with, having 24-ljit colour displays is 
that it's not easy to find a program to make the 
most of it. Deluxe Paint will wofk with HAM mode, 
but that's only 4096 colours - not the 16,777,216 
which 24-bit images use. 

Slack Belt realised this, and gave HAM-E own- 
ers a program called 'ImageProfessionar. This 
program is also available to non-HAf^1-E owners, 
and also to owners of the Firecracker 24- bit board 
in the form of Image Master, The difference is, we 
have to pay for it. 

/ma-^e Master, or imagB Master F/c, l3 a fully 
featured 24 -bit image processing suite. It provides 
more features than you might ever use, and it's 
probably the most advanced graphics program to 
appear on a home computer- ever.

At least 3Mb, and preferably 
much more, will be needed to let your imagination 
even begin to walk riot, never mind run, 
FurtheTmore, some kind Of tufbo-chatiging ir^ the 
form of an accellerator card would not be a bad 
idea. Incidentally, buying an accellerator card and 
then populating it with 32-bit wide super-fast RAM

sent as you have rmiemory to store them - whici^ 
usually means two or possibly tfiree pictyres, as 
24-bit images take a lot of space, A particularly 
ctever idea is the way in which the images ar^ 
stored: the differing sizes and resolutions of the 
pictures are completely hidden from the user. If 
you load a 1024 by 1024 file, or a 32 by 32 brush, 
they will still take up the entire screen when dis- 
played. This makes combining images of different 
resolutions extremely simple: if you want to place 
a non-interlaced picture of a face over an inter- 
laced background image, you don't have to worry 
about repealing the images to matching si^es. 

Each image has its own buffer, which may be 
dealt with entirely separately from any other, 
Furthermore, small buffers may be 'clipped' from 
existing images, processed, and finally returned to 
their parent. As each clip is ra-scaled to fill the 
entire screen, this is a very fleKible way of provi-d- 
ing a powerful magnification tool. 

With the imagie(s) in memory, the real fun can 
begin. You have three main menu options: com- 
pose, paint and process - you should be able to 
work out which functions come under which head- 
ings, but you'll certainly be surprised with the 
number of options available. 

Composing images actually refers to the pro- 
cess of merging or blervding two images into a 
composite. You might think this is a pretty straight- 
forward task, but Image Masfer provides so many 
different options that at first you will be spoilt for 
choice. One of my favourites is a 'rub through", 
whicfi allows one image to overlay a section of the 
other. If the images are complicated, drawing an 
outline will exactly indicate the area to blend. With 
the automatic shadow function enabled you can 
achieve some v^ty pleasing pictures. For exact 
control over Wending, a buffer can contain infor- 
mation which can be used to alter the depth of 
blending over the entire image. 
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Also in the compostion section is a 'morph' 
feature, which could fill an entire magazine article 
in itself. Forget the rather useless morphing fea- 
tures of DeluxB Paint 4, this morphing is more 
along the lines of the effects seen in the film 
'Termimator 2. Before the morphing begins, you 
must specify positions common to both images: 
for example, if you are producing a morpfi 
sequence between two faces, you would set 
points around the eyes, nose, mouth and ears. 
When the images blend, the lace smoothly 
'evolves' over the frames. It's quite an amazing 
effect, although for a long animated sequence an 
accelerated Amiga or long overseas holiday is a 
must.

DUE PROCESS 

Image processing is what It's all about and Image 
M&stsfhsts Ihe usual oollection of tiigh pass, \0'^ 
pass, corivioluliion and noise liltefs, The part ol Itie 
screen which is lo be processed can be easily 
selected - if it's riol Ihe entire image or some other 
regular shape, you can draw an outline yourseH to 
torm a mask.

The special and geometric effects provided by 
imsgs Master are truly amazing, easily as good 
as, or twtter than, other systems such as tt^e 
Mae's PnoioShop.

There are too many effects to 
list in detail, so I hope the example pictures will 
give you a taste of what's possible- Remember that 
the effects can be applied to multiple frames if 
required, so the ripples caused by a dropped stone 
can spread out overtme. 

PAINT FUNCTIONS - OUN 
YOU TEU VmAT IT IS YET? 

tmsgs Masters painting section is a tad disap- 
pointing, for it's far from bsing a version of TV 
Paini nor even a 34-bit Detu^fS Psiftt. Palming is 
possible wi|h a brush either created previously or 
lifted directly Irom the displayed image. Freehand 
line drawing is possible, although the screen 
refresh rate means it is not an instantaneous pro- 
cess. Amiga fonts [bitmapped and scaleable} may 
be added to the image, and with Ihe various gradu- 
ated lill options you can add Sonne really snazzy 
sub-titles. The paint section isn't below standard by 
any means - how many 24-bit paint programs do 
you have, anyway? - it's simply thai Itie other lunc- 
tions are so powerful thai a non-instant painting 
program looks a trifle drab by comparison. 

EXPANSION 

As I kept hinting at before, expanding the functions 
provided by Image Mastefls a relatively painless 
task. By cunning use of the ARexx interface, sepa- 
rate program 'modules', called Public Interface 
mo<i:ules in Black Belt-speak., can be invoked at 
anytime by hiiting a furrction key, Assuming of 
course that yOu have ARexx already running - 
Workbench 2 will do this as standard. Workbench 
1 .3 sialwarts will have 10 buy either ARexx or the 
full upgrade to WB2. 

The usual approach is to cal1-up a list of the 
ARexx modules, select one and stand back, 
Supplied PI modules include JPEQ and Imagine 
image lormat loaders and savers, animation sup- 
port files, Vista support files. PMBC and Rendition 
loaders and savers, Targa savers, and support 
files for the GVP, Harlequin, Resolver and 
Firecracker video boards. Quile a lot really! 

For programmers, C source code example files 
are provided, and I Suspect that writing your own 
modules - for example, to provide support for the 
new AVideo 24-bit board - shouldn't be that diffi- 
cult. Furthermore, if you can't manage it yourself, 
you can count on someone else doing it for you 
soon. 

The PI modules might not have the same 
degree of immediacy and integration as say, 
ASDG's Loaders and Savers, but they have their 
advantages. If yOu can program, you can write 
your own, and any new ones which do appear will 
probably tie public domain,

imag^! Master is especially flexible when it comes 
to differing hardware standards, This is pady due 
to the Pt modules, but several features have 
already been 'built in'. For example, you can digi- 
tise images with Org/ Wew directly into a buffer, to 
save much time and sanity. If only all hardware 
manufacturers would add ARexx interfaces to their 
dig itisers... Support is also given for loading DCT'V 
images, but Black Belt's almosi lanatical dislike for 
tiis rival system is hard to disguise. 

CONCLUSION 

Ifs about time that the Amiga received Ihe graph- 
ics software ii deserves.and image Master \& a 
program that will be with us for many years to 
come. If working with computer graphics Is your 
job. or simply your hobby, then this is one piece of 
soljware that you can't do without. You can almost 
guarantee that rt will work with whatever hardware 
system you have, as long as it includes an Amiga 
with C^Mbs ol Ram. It's worth buying a 24-bit tward 
for dare t say, a DCTV) just to see the results, ■a*

A NEW WAY OF THINKING 

rt used to be Conway's Game of Life whwh 
attracted techies to their keyboards. Then it was 
tine turn otttiat 80's icon, the Mandeibrot set.

The hip to the beat software house IVtegageM 
love all things techie- their catalogue consists of 
stime of the best techieware' you'li Und; all simpie 
enough for even civi i servants to use. but stili state 
of the art in their potential power if you like your 
Ani,iga to run the software equiivai.ent of iiitle black 
boxes with coloured fiasliing iignts, you're in fof a 
treat with their latest program, 

NeuroPfo 2 (NPro for short) comes on a Single 
disk with a 40-page manuai and some impressive 
statistics: Three layer backpropagation neural net- 
works, one to e4 cells per layer, 192 cells per 
network, up to 9,192 connections per network and 
up to a speed of 20,000 connections per second'. 
Sounds good? It ceiiainiy does, 1 iust wish I trad 
another program to compare it with. Do you know 
if 20,000 connections per second (con,'sec) is fast? 
I'll tell you later.,. 

When yoflj load the software - for which you'll 
need an Amiga kitted out with 2,5Mb of RAM and a 
maths co-processor - you will be greeted with the 
screen that you're going to be spending a lot of 
time gawping at. 

The top section of the display is taken up by 
cotoured boxes Tepresenting the degree of error 
inherent in the network and its guesses - the 
closer to black, the better The central section pro- 
vides control over filing operations and network 
BJze, and the lower area is where the inputs and 
ouputs of the network are displayed- Over to the 
right is a pause button, and also the area that 
keeps you updated on the progress of the current 
training procedure. Admittedly it all looks rather 
daunting, but you soon get the hang of it. Full 
marks for one of the least fiickerv interlace screens 
in a long time (butcogWn't we have a non-inter- 
laced tii-res display, pretty please?) 

Before you can start to use NPfO, you'll need to 
read the manual. Thankfully, this is not a major 
task as the chatty little book contains several tuto- 
rials wliich will soon have your Amiga thinking 
away to itself - and sometimes ouit loud. In fact, 
the first tutorial is actually built into NPro, so it 
lakes nothing more than a single keypress to start 
it going, Before long it will be able to translate 
English text into Spanish - or at least the numbers 
from nought to thirty-one. 

niAlNlNG YOUR NET 

Neural Networks work by associating pairs of 
inputs and outputs. Think of it like teaching a 
young child to read: you show ii a picture of a cow 
and then say 'cow" several times. Hopefully ilie 
child will retain this information, and next time it 
sees a large, fresian dairy herd will jump up and 



shout 'cow' at the fop of its lungs. So it is 
Willi a neural net - yOu provide input and 
then provide a Target' reponse - what 
you would like the net to reply. Each pair 
of data must be introduced to the net- 
work many, many times in order for fhe 
vahous internal connections to be fine- 
tuned. In fact, you may need to present 
the data hundreds or even thousands of 
times before the net can learn to match 
them. 

When the example network is first 
trained, the outputs are complete gibber- 
ish - not surprising really, as the network 
itself is a totally random jumble of con- 
nections. After a couple o1 minutes, the 
output starts to make more and more 
sense, and eventually there will come a 
lime wtien the net will tie able to cor- 
rectly identity the input with 100% 
accuracy- This fact alone is quite amaz- 
ing, although the programming cynics 
amongst you will probably have 
shrugged shoulders and said 'so what, a 
simple look-up table could do the same'. 
Indeed it could, but a table is severely 
limited in that every possible input must 
be catered for: ihe neu- 
ral network is different. 
Give a netwoTt< an input 
which it has not seen 
before, and it will make 
a v^ry good guess at 
working out what it is; 
exactly like when the 
young child points at 
your mother-in-law and 
says 'cow'. 

Although for some 
training pTOcedures you 
are advised to either buy 
an 040 or leave your 
Amiga on overnight, the 
20,000 eon/sec speed 
quoted seemed to t>e 

quite fast (at least it was on my SSL A5000 
equipped Amiga). TTie training speed of the net- 
work is all very well, but the time it takes to 
prnjcess an input is more important. With NPro this 
was very quick - almost instantaneous in lact, 

DIFFERENf DATA 

Because NPro runs on an Amiga and not a huge 

mainframe bristling with gigabytes of storage and 
RISC processors, the input and output data must

In practice this 
means that a maximum of 256 ceils {ons crofts) 
can be used, which equates to 32 characters of 
text, or a single fl by 9 or 1 S by 1 6 monochrome 
graphic image. Certainly this isn't very large - for 
example, you are not going to be able to process a 
16 colour interlaced digitisect picture, but it is more 
than adequate for some fairly complicated experi- 
ments. A further data protocol involving pure on/off 
'cells' of data is provided for more abstract data 
representation.

AREXX TO THE RESCUI 

One verv imponant WPn? feature \& the incluaion of 
an ARexx interface. This means the network pro- 
gram can run in the background to your main task, 
sending and receiving data almost invisibty For 
examFHle, say you had a program which needed to 
receive text from a noisy modem' connection. The 
text could be passes! directly jnto your ARexx script 
from a CoiViq^ prog ram, processed' by a suitably 
trained neural net and ttien passed on to a display 
program. Even corrupted input data such as 'holla 
frimk' would be displayed as 'hello frank'. 

For those who still haven't got to grips with 
ARexx [shame on you), MegageM have provided a 
special commiand called J AH, which can adiieve 
similar results from AmigaDOS scripts. 

CONCLUSION 

NPro might come across as nothing but an expen- 
sive toy, but it does have a lot of serloue uses- if 
you can think of ttiem. With suitable programming 
via the ARexx interface (or AmigaDOS scripts) you 
will be able to produce some remarkable results. 

For this reason I would like to see some form of 
'stand alone' network engine, that would run in tha 
Amiga environment without a screen open. This 
stripped down version would be unable to be 
train edf rather it would process input data from its 
ARexx port and send out results. 

I'd also lil^e to soe an improvement in the imme- 
diacy ot supplying data to NPro. A small grki, 
which the user could quickly sketch input patterns 
Willi the mouse would be a perfect way to increase 
the software's use as an educational tool. Even the 
ability to send a single siring via ARexx instead of 
a file would be nice. 

While I'm making wish lists, I'd like some way of 
(iealing with .larger IFF files. The current limit of tG 
by 16 Is far too small for any recognisable digitised 
graphics. Obviously a full 320 by 256 screen would 
require a net SO huge that you'd need a network of 
Amigas to deal with it, but there must be someway 
to expand tiie size. Even more freedom in provid- 
ing images outside the special grid system wouhJ 
be an improvement, By tlie way, 1G lay 16 is the 
perfect size to process text, and one of the NPn> 
tutorials deals with the possibilities of an OCR 
{optical character recognition) system. 

Like a new language, you'll have to put a lot 
into NPro before you can make ttie most of it. 
Whan you do, you'H be approactiing the cutting 
edge of Meural Network research, ^

quality. Mat Broomfield put it through its paces. 
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IN THE BEGINNING

trouble producing even ihe 4096 colours that a 

standard Amiga i& capable of, ttie prospect of a 
printer which cart produce 16.8 million colours is 
very exciiing indeed.Ttie tirsi thing ihat I noticed 
about the XL3CH) is Fts size, il's Big with a capital 
Bl And heavy - vef>'heauyl In actual fact, the 
printer measures 30x2€x10 inches, or about half 
as big as a small refrigerator. At a hernia-inducing 
45 pounds it weighs the equfwalent of 22.5 bags of 
sugar. 

The second thing that stood out was the man- 
ual. The XL300 has been designed to function 
almost exclusively in a Mac or PC environment, 
and the mar>ual has been totally gieared to these 
machines as have the drivers anid additional soft- 
ware supplied with it, 

Unless you know your Linefeed from your Ipi 
Ihis is not a printer for you. Setting up the printer

was fairly straight forward although the DIP 
swiitches took a while to figure out. As I've men- 
tioned, it is an extremely Cumbersome machine to 
move around, and you're going to need a serious 
amount of desk space to house it. Other than that 
it's simply a matter of connecting an ordinary par- 
allel cable to the Amiga and the printer and 
switching ihe power on. 

DRIVING TROUBUI 

Unfortunately ttiere are no specific Amiga printer 
drivers available for the XL300, so J was forced lo 
use an old Paiinfjet driver which seemed to work 
weJI enough. Having said ihat I was not attempting 
to print anything in 24- bit, so I didn't tax the printer 
particularly hard. To the best of my knowledge 
there are no 34-bit Amiga drivers availabJe yet so 
if you're hoping to output 24-ljit images you'll have 
to write your own driver I GVP tell me that theif 
imminent ifnage processing program will include 
24-toiit drivers and may even Jnclude a specific one 
for the XL300, We'll just have lo waM and see- 
Having connecied the unit up and sei&cted a suit- 
able driver all that remained was to hit the on 
button. 

Er, up, up and away? Open sesame? Into the 
blue? Nope, you can forget ail that switch on arx) 
go rubbish, this printer's far too up marketf I) for 
thai. This baby needs a gonxl five to seven min- 
utes of internal heating, dunking and banging 
before it will even consider actually priming any- 
thing. 

Eventually the XL300 was initialised and ready 
to go so I thought that I'd give it a try with some D- 
Pa/n/ graphics. After what seemed fike about two 
weeks (but was actually mora like ten minutes) of 
waiting I was presented with my first piping hot A4 
screen dump, Hmim, raiiiergloomy andnot signifl-

my mislak$ - I he XL300 can print on tour types Of 
paper: plain photocopier paper, special coat&d 
paper, glossy paper or transparencies. However, 
11 uses dilferent salu rations of ink according to the 
paper it's printing on and you need lo specily the 
type before you start. I hadn't, and did a plair^ print 
on glossy paper. One sheet of paper in the bin, 
one pound wasted. 

Why a pound? Well the glossy paper is rather 
e^pensswe; 90 pence a sheet to be precise, Wh&n 
you add that to Ihe cost o1 the ink, you oome up 
with just und$( one pound per full colour A4 page. 
Not cheap in anyone's books, Okay, ready for try 
number two. Glossy paper in, paper type speci- 
fied, away we go. T&n minuies later, timm, rather 
gloomy anrf skewed on Itie page. Ooops, wrong 
side of the paper, Try again and ta da! My first 
decent picture, and what a picture it was: colours 
solid and close to those on ttie scr&&n, ink place- 
ment if>erlecl with no smears or bleed. Very 
encouraging indeed. 

GETTING IT TOGETHiR 

Ttitrty assorted prints later and I feel thai I've 
gained complete mastery over the beast- It really 
!& esfcelleni, far and away the best colour printer 
I've ever seen running otf an Amiga, On glossy 
paper and transparencies, the output is near pho- 
tographic in quality. On HP plain coated paper, or 
ordinary photocopier paper, the output is quite 
dark and not overly impressive, although it's more 
than adequate for preliminary drafts, or non-pro- 
fessional use. The choice of image to be printed 
can make a big difference toO: whan printing: digi- 
tised pictures or art that tias a lot of deiail, the 
results are truly superb. IVhen il comes to printing 
simplistic images with a lot of white space in them, 
the results are not quite as spectacular. 

Incidenfally, despite the fact that the printer 
has two megs Of RAM on-boardi {upgradable to 1'6 
megs), almost every screen I printed had to be 
done in two halves. Having clicked Print from D- 
Paint half of the image was sent to the printer, 
then a requester appeared on screen saying that 
there was printer trouble. If the printer is left to 
output the halt scraen that's already uploaded, 
clicking Retry prints the remaining halif of the 
screen perfectly, I suspect that this is because all 
images are converted to its own internal 24-bit for- 
\ mat before printing. 

HOW POES n WORK? 

At this point I should just mention the way that the 
printer works. It is primarily a bubble iet machine 
like the Canon BJ series and therefore it places 
the image on the paper by squirting little blobs of 
ink at the page, Where it differs from a conven- 
tional bubble jet is in the way Itiat it uses a high 
temperature fixing process to dry and 'look' the ink 
onto the paper. This stops the ink from smearing 
and even bleeding, so that the pi>rels of ink can be 
positioned with much higher accuracy than con- 
ventional bubble jels. 

Although the XL300 only has a resolution of 
300 DPI (equivalent to an a'l^erage laser printer, 
but lower than the Canon BJ series), its printed 
output is much sharper than you would expect. To 
be honest its colour mixing is not that sophisti- 
cated and non-primary colours are still achieved 
by mixing primaries in a variety of dither patterns. 
The only reason it is able to offer such a high 



patette is the extreme accuracy of its ink position- 
ing on the paper. 

?n case you're wondering, the )CL300 does print 
ordinary text as well as graphics. It has a maxi- 
mum print speed of two pages per miinute - 
equivalent to a rate of 176 oharacters per second. 
When if comes to printing single pages of text, the 
printer doesn't even come close to this speed 
because even once it's initialised, the primer has 
quite a lengthy job-start and torm feed process lo 
go through before it begins printing. Strangely 
enough, te)?l printing is the XL300's greatest 
weakness. 

The default font looks similar lo that of the BJ- 
lOe, but each character is surrounded by what 
appears to be a corona of fine ink dots, almost as 
if the ink splashed oft the paper when it was print- 
ing, On ihe subject of text printing, the XL300 is 
compatible with the Laserjet 3 and will accept font 
cartridges designed for that printer. Furthermore, 
it's supplied with 13 scalable typefaces including 
Times, Univers and Zapf Dingbats, These ensure 
that no matter how large or small you print te^i, it 
will always appear at the best possible qualify (ink 
splashes asidol). It also features PCL 5C, a page 
description language which gives incredible versa- 
liltiy. Unfortunately there are no Amiga programs 
which can directly access PCL 5C, so it's rather 
rediJndant. 

CONCLUSION 

The XL300 is a truly superb printer which seems 
to have t>een designed with professional creative 
users - marketing people, designers, that kind of 
thing - in mind. As a home machine, its £3000 
price tag puis it welt beyond the scope of most 
users, although perhaps a group of artistically 
minded people could buy one between them. 
There's no doubt that it produces the best Amiga 
prints I've ever seen, but the high cost of glossy 
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paper makes it impractical for daily use. It's a prty 
that the machine has been geared so totally 
towards PC and Mac users because with suitable 
drivers, the XL300 is the answer to an Amiga 
artist's dreams. If you ever find yourself with a te» 
thousand pounds knocking around, you could 
consider this, but remember, running the XL300 1 
a continual expense.

As always, experimentation is liie best way lo find I'he opti- 
mum setlings. All semner^ can operate in three or lour diflere^nt 
resolutions - very low, low, medium and high. These turn out to 
be 100DPI, 2MDPI, MODPI and 4(WDPI rBsp€i:trvely, where D'^ 
stands for 'dots per incih'. 

If you scan an image at 1 0ODPI, and then re-scan it with a 
higler setting, il wil I appear larger on screen. This can be a bit 
ci:)iilu$in9, hut It's $lniiply a resutt of the An^iga using display pix- 
els whitti cannot etian^e sije - ai a 4D0DPI image contains mc- 
pineis. the image Dn-5{:reen will appear higher. 

If your printer works at 3M0PI and yi>ur Image is to be 
prtniHd at KW% its sizB, it would t* foolish to scan at a resolu- 
tion other than 300DPI.. Hovrawer. it your scan is to be convertp: 
to a girey scale image and displayed on ttie Amiga's screen, you 
should use 4000 PI to provide maximum detail 

Qptical C^racter RecQgnition programs will use at least a 
MODPI setting. The othe? mtiiti-position switch on the scanner 
provides control over the method used lo dither the output pat- 
tern. There are usually lour settings, wittt the last being for pure 
black and white te^ti - which uses no dithering at all. The 'text' 

mofje is p<arfecl ior line drawings as well as documents, when 
no grey information i^ required. 

BLITHERING DITHERING 

Tiie latest batch of Amiga scanne-s scan at 64 or more dif- 
ferent brightnien levels, and use a dithering process to 
obtain the appeargnt* o( shades of grey. A 'dither' is a 
pseudC'random coHeclion oi doi$ which, when viewed fron 
a distajice. fool Itte ep into seeing a solid biock of grey. 
Dithering war1<s fine when the scan is to be output on 
paper, because a printer can obtain grey images in exactly 
the same way. However, if you wish to display your scans 
on-screen, the dithering will become totally obvious. 

For most users a true grery scale image is nequirMJ, The 
eKisiing range o( Amigas wor* witb three 4-bit colour reg- 
isters. Tte is. each Red, Green and Blue coniponent of an 
on-streen pixel can have 1 E differertt values, Now alltiough 
this offers 4096 different shades o( colour, only 16 of these 
colours are dillerent stiades or grey - and that includes black, 
Sixteen shades is certainly noi a lot, but It does mean that your 
images can be loaded into any Amiga art program for tweaking, 
without having to deal vrith pesky dithe.ring patterns.

It's definitely a paint program with a scanning 
option, rather than a scanning pro gram with a paint 
options. At times it can easily out-perferni Usisxe 
PalKl, and Impprtaiitty, it also creates some excellent 
grey scale images - which can be saved out in IFF or 
TIFF format for inclusion in most DTP packages. 

Taacti'ilp is worth buying separately if yon have 
any other make ol scanner, just so yuu can load in 
Images and process tliem properly. The images pro- 
duced by the Naksha were excellent, even at dIXiOPI 
which has been knowi tn cause ramfoni bursts of noise 
on other scanners. 

For same reason there is no warning If you scan too 
fast - the image simply becomes squashed pn-screen. 
I have to wonder II the high image quality is due to tlie 
expansion connecter being used instead cl the parallel 
port. With the large numbsf nf brightness levels possi- 
ble, it seems likely that the poor parallel port would be 
unable lo cope. If you have a hardware set-up thai can 
aECGmmodate the Naksha Interlace, you should 
strongty consider this scanner.

PYRAMID SCANNER 

The first tiiink I noticed about the Pyramidl scanner was 
tliE seisiible interface - it's a small box that connflCts to 
thE printer port via a short cable. Your printer plugs into 
the interface box's through-port, and scanning or print- 
ing modes are selected witfi ataggle switch. Cominnon 
sense at last! The Pyramid scanner sterns sllfliiliy less 
solid than the Naltslia, but offers an ertra (lOODPI) scan- 
ning resoliition. 

When yoL move ttie scanner too fast It goes 'bleep!'. 
The Pyramid Scan software supplied is basic to say the 
least, witii no editing facilities available. It you wisii to 
crop, rotate or re-draw the imacie you'll have to save It 
oyt and rei-load it into a paint program sjcb as Deluxe 
Paint- or JQUcff-Up if you are I jcky enojgti to omi it. 

Bijfining iPy/amifrf 5M/t on Worltbench 2 produced an 
Irveried colour scheme. A realtime display of the 
soarr»ed data is provided. In use, tlie Pyramid scanner's 
lower grey scale resolution is quite apparent, althougli 
the tiiSB of halftones gives quiile resj]e(^able results espe- 
cially when printed. 

For some folks, the use of halftores mighl be prefer- 
able to dithers, but in my opinion. She results Irom 
scanning photographs were not as good as with the 
Mak&ha unit. 

Overall, despiie its low price and friendly user inter- 
face, the below par Image quality of the Pyramid means 
that spending the extra cash may be wortii it in ttie long 
run.

HARD ACT TO FOLLOW 

Since its release nearly two years ago, Ihe GVP 
Series 2 hard driv-g has proven itself to be the ultimate 
dfive for A&OO owners. Its gambi nation of sleek looks, 
blistering speed, yser-friendliness and all round 
upgradability have consistenliy won, it top notch 
reviews in every Amifla puWicalion. Mow, s new drive 
has arrived, and frankly, it leaves Ihe Series £ lor 
dead! 

When the Series 2 was originally released, its dtoc- 
u mentation mentioned tha! a 66030 aiooeterator card 
could be added to it vie t\s mini-slot (internal expan- 
sicin porT). After trying in vain Id produce such an 
add-on, CVP sel about designing a whote new drive in 
which to house Iha '030. 

The result is the ^530 Turtso, a masterpiece of 
engineeringii 

NiW KID IN TOWN 

The unit looks mucti the sams as the old Series 2, 
althiough |tie decais have now been switched it>( S. 
snazzy embossed logo, and an extra LED has bean 
added beside the disk light to show the status of the 
accelerator. 

' If you take a closer look, you'll notice that the 
Garme Switch of the Series 2 has beer replaced with a 
Turbo switch. On the Series 2, the Game Switch was 
used to make the drive Invisible' to the Amiga's oper- 
ating system, therety ensuring absolute gompatibility 
with any software that might object (o the drive. The 
Turbo switch performs Ibe same function on Ihe A530, 
but because its 32-bil! RAM arid [optional) 68SB2 
maths CD-procBssor are integral parts of the drive they 
al'SO become inaclive when the drive iSn'! in Turbo 
mode. Any RAM thet you have added to your Amiga 
internally will still be available, sa trap-door and Gary 
chip expansions are both unaffected,, as is any chip 
RAM- To be honest, l considered this is a little irritat- 
ing; at lir&t, but I soon realised thai there weren't any 
programs I could think of fhal conflict with the acceler- 



ator btjt ret^ulfie more than a megabyte of memory, fn 
the gteat majonily ol cases, software that won't run 
with the accelerator is limiled to games. 

UNDER THE LID 

If you open the A^3C up (as you must do to fit addi- 
tional flAM or a rriaths chip), you may notice a 
signilicajnit difference in its internal architecture. Even 
thouoh GVP uses VLSI (Very Laiga Scale Integration) 
technokjgy in their hardware anyway, everything has 
had to be greatly compressed to make room for ttie 
acceleration circuitry. Whereas the Series 2 had (our 
SIMM slots for adding memory in one or four 
megabyte chunks, the A530 only has two. The maxi- 
mum RAM capadty ol the drive remains at eight 
megs, but a little flexibility has been lost. With the 
Series 2, you could add two or four megs of RAM 
using one meg SIMMs, of eight megabytes using two 
four meg SIMMS, Mow you can only add iwa 
megabytes ol RAM in one meg SIMMS or eight 
megabytes using (our meg modules. 

At first glance, this, seems to be quite a bad thing, 
but in tact, it's a blassing in disguise, 'When the Series 
£ was in its eariy days, four meg SIM'Ms were inordi- 
nately evpens-ive, persuading many users to upgrade 
using the one meg chips. Unlortunately^ to upgrade to 
a full eight mags you HAD to use four meg chips. 'If 
you subsequsnti/ decided to upgrade to eight megs 
after having bought any one meg SIMMs, you had to 
bin them, and buy entirely new chifK. 

Now, with four meg SIMMs costing as little as a 
£107, A&30 users are virtually competed to buy Itiese 
in the first place. Furthermore, these aren't your bog 
standard 16-bit SIMMs we're talking about, oh no! 
These are 32-bit modules which wort? faster than tfie 
Amiga's own internal ROM chips! 

It's ironic than that the drive cemes supplied with a 
single one meg SfMM. Although it's a nice thought on 
GVP's behalf, I think that they should have either 
included a single four meg SIMM or not included any 
rather than lead people in the wrong diToction. 



Behind the SIMM slots sits th& half -height drive, 
and beneath that luilts the accelerator card. The 
Aocfilerator is a 6eEC03€ which means that you can 
plug in an additional maftis cq -processor if you require 
It. On its own the accelerator runs at 40mhz - which r 
purely mathematical tenns makes it about 5. t7 tim,Bs 
faster than a standard A5D0, and about 1 3 times 
faster than an A300D. hJowevei. the average speed at 
which your computer will run is detannined by a rarige 
ol factors Irom the application being used to the 
amount of RAM available. When I ran Sys Info it said 
that the accelerator was running 1 1 .1 7 times laster 
than an ASOO and 1 ,3^ times taster than a 25MHz 
A3Q00. To get a more realistic impression of how this 
affects drtterent software, refer to the speed compari- 
son chart at the end of Ihis review. 

in you're using a lot ol maths intensive soltware 
such as ray tracers, veclor or fractal generators, etc, 
you may find it uselul to buy the additional SSBQ2 
maths CO- processor (co-pro) which plugs into the 
accelerator board. 

To lit the maths co-pro, the actual hard drive 
needs to be unscrewed. This is a simple enough oper- 
alion. but extra care should ba taken at this slage as 
irs potentially very easy to damage either ttia drtve or 
the chip. Although the chip has more legs than a milli- 
pede ongy it slides quite easily into its slot at the back 
of the aia»leratOr. 

At the nglil ol the drive Ihere is a multi-pin male 
expansion bus which GVP havedubfced the 'mini- 
slot'. This unassuming terminal is actuaily designed 
so that you can add further peripherals mtemaHy. At 
present the only oompaliWe peripheral is GVP's own 
266 PC emulator 

QUICK 5EART 

Once additional memory, peripherals and co-proces- 
sors have been added (a task which won't take more 
than a minute or so); screw the lid back on and the 
drive is ready to connect to Iha Amiga. Of course. If

Like rtis Series 2, the A53€ piugs inlo the expsn- 
sion port at Ihe iefT'hand sid? of Ihs computer. 
Because oC strict Amertcan reguialions governing 
eiecirical emissmns. the oonneclion between the drive 
and the computer has lo lt>e shielded wtlh a metal 
plate. On the Series 2, this was provided by way of a 
separate chunk ot stect Ihat had lo t>e ciipped onto the 
Amiga before connecting the drive. On some Amigas, 
space was so (imited Ihat users inadvertently plugged 
the drive in so thai il was touching ihe main circuit 
board, and cfinsequentiy biew their computers up. 
The A530 avoids this probiiem by incorporating the 
shielding directly into the drive, SQ connecting drive to 
computer is mereiy a matter of pushing the two con- 
nectors together. 

When everything's ready to go yoy may nolioe 
another new feature regarding the drive's power sup- 
piy: it no longer inciudes an on/off switch, This is 
because Ihe drivE automalicaiiV switches ilseif on 
when the Amiga is turned nn. Having turned the com- 
puter on, Ihe drive will automaticalily configure itself 
aocsording to which version of Kickstarl - 1 .3 or 2.0 - 
you are using. 1 ,2 owners are out of luck because tie 
A530 wili defmileiy not worl< 'tiHh your machine,,, but 
isn't it about time you upgraded your Amiga anyway? 



Alter a brief moment a streen appears asl^ing yoo to 
confimi which version Amiga you are using. When you 
have answered the drive proceeds to install an appro- 
priate 'Wor)Kt>ench and numerous GVP utilities on the 
drive. This auto-installation program really is SHoep- 
tionally nice because it means that even beginners 
can start using and lilting Iheir drive within minutes ol 
swttqhirfg it on. 

When the installation is complete the Workbench 
screen will appear From there on, what you do is up 
10 you. The aooeleralor is turned on by default, as is 
Itw maths co^pro (if you've fitted one). 

A quiicic wander around Ihe GVP Worltbeneh wlli 
reveal thai in addition to the usual utilities, there's also 
a separate drawer labelled 'GVP'. This drawer con- 
lains a host of utilities to help you get the very most 
from your new drive. The most immediately useful of 
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these utilities is called GVPinfo, and as its name sug- 
gests, it provides comprehensive Infomiation about 
your current set-up, including processors, RAM, accel- 
ftrators etc. 

At its simplest the program can be used to check 
ttiat everything is in place and working correctly, but it 
also goee far beyond that by giving compretiensive 
information lor the most demanding ol users. Every 
conceivable scrap of infoimiation is available, ranging 
from the location of the boards, to address modes and 
the way that memofy is hartdled, 

GVPCPUControl is a protjram which simply lets 
you turn off the accelerator and return control to the 
Amiga's 68000 processor. When ycu select this pro- 
gram the Amiga will be reset and when the drive 
re-boots you'll be in eaoOO mode. This is simply a soft- 
ware version of Ihe Turbo switch, and performs 
exactly the same function. 

ROM CACHE 

If you lai>nch ihe CPU control program from CL1 or 
include il as part of your startup-sequence, it also per- 
forms an invaluable addilioflal function: ROM caching. 
Because ttie drive uses 32-bit RAM, as opposed to the 
much slower 1 6-bit variety found ir> your Amiga, if s 
much faster to access system ROM routines stored in 
the AS30's memcry ttian it is to- read them from ttie 
Amiga's inteitial chips. The system ROMs inHuance 
virtually every feature of Ihe Amiga's operation, so 
using ROM caching can make a major difference. 
When this feature is activated, all of the Amiga's sys- 
tem ROMs are copied into 32-bit RAM and are 
subsequently accessed from there. Be warned how- 
ever you will need at least two megs of RAM to use 
this feature- 

For real power users Ihe S03I control program is 
likely lo come <n handy. This allows you to Customise 
the ID numbers and configurations of any units con- 
nected to the SCSI port at ihe back of Ihe drive. This 
is particularty uselul because it lets you add such 
thirvgs as tape straamera, optical drives or even 
ariother hand drive. Up to six eKlra SCSI devices can 
be attached to the A530, 

The remaining programs, FastPrep and 
ExpertPrep, let you reformat or repartition the drive if 
you retfluire a set-up other than Itie default. To be hon- 
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est, you're unlikely to need FastPrep as it perfonrns a 
very basic installalion, but escperienoad users may 
appreciate ExpertPrep which lets them configure the 
drive wiith: extreme precision, setting such options as 
the high and low cylinder numbers, the type of file sys- 
tem to be used on each, and so on. 

As a matter of interest, the A53Q also includes the 
latest version of FastFQM wthbch unbelievably speeds 
drive access up by as much as 33%. Considering the 
lact that the original Series 2 was iigtrtning fast, this 
extra speed is like adding a turbo to a ForhnulaOne 
car, 

CONCLUSION 

The A530 is definitely the most exciting Amiga periph- 
eral I have ever had Ihe pleasure ct reviewing. It 
transforms a humble A50O into a hi-gh powered work 
station that's superior in same ways to the revered 
Amiga 3QOOs. The manuals that come with the drive 
are all but redundant due to its user-friendliness, but 
shouW you care to read them, you'll find them to be 
both comprehensive and easy to digest. 

Initialty it looked like ttie drive might score an 
unheard-of 1 D0% but there are a few extremely minor 
sJhoriiails: The help feature in GVPinfo is nol imple- 
mented , the fan is, a tad noisy, the restrictive memory 
upgrade path is arrnoying and the fact ihet ihe drive 
can't be turned off whilst leaving the computer on is a 
hindrance. 

I liked the A53C so much that I tKiughl one (oome 
back Victor Kayyam) the day it was neleased. How a 
lortnight later, I'm happier with it than ever I can give 
no higher recommendation,.. .^

fhe low-down or elienls. 

miniOffice gives you all Itiis and a Graphics 
module for colourful business presentations, plus a 
disk utility program, tor moving files- and data 
around. Unexpected, ^et in retrospect rather obvi- 
ous, is that the programs in this package are 
written in AMOS. And they go to show what a pow- 
erful language it is, The package comes on four 
disks, each program being accessed from a Boot 
disk menu screen. By clicking on the relevant icon 
you are then prompted to insert the appropriate 
disk. 

The menu program is still necessary even if you 
are running from hard disk, as you have to tell 
mfrr/0'ffi'cie wtiere to look for different things. This is 
done in the $ei-up for each nxxlule where you 
define paihs, printer output, and other preteienoeg. 
Several modules also have their own configuration 
filers. 

Data interchange between modules is also a 
prime requitsiie for an integrated package, and 
mfff/Office does not lack this important facility. A 
feature usually associated with databases is also 
to be found incorporated into the other Modules. 
This is a video recorder styie set of buttons. They 
are used to nwve forwards and bacl<wards tti rough 
the records, documents, and accounts, 

WORDS 

The Wordprocassor module Is about as fully fea- 
tured as you can get. and compares very 
favourably to stand alone packages of an equiva- 
lent price. Although it uses its own peculiar format 
to save and load lext fites, there is an option to 
load ASCill text, whether Amiga or MS DOS. ASCII 
text can only be saved in MS DOS format. 

ASCH files can be re-fonnatted to fit the default 
page layout, but this cannot be done if your margin 
stops have been brought closer together. Manual 
re-formatting is then necessary. Graphics can be 
included in the document, up to five of which can 
be operated on at any time. Individual words can 
be marked for rapid editing, and there is a compre- 
hensive Search/Replace function. 

Printer eontroJ codes can be embedded into the 
document if you want your printer to perform spe- 



cial functions not handled by the 
Wordprocessor, such as super/sub- 
script. Italic, bold, and underline stytes 
are available, and such text appears on 
screen correctly, 

PracUcally every command has a 
keyboard short-cut. This will save the 
prolific from taking their pinkies off the 
keyboard and handling the mouse. 
Screen update is reasQinable for the 
average four fingered typist, but if you 
use any more than that then you will 
experience a delay as the screen 
catches up. 

Frequently used words and phraSeS 
&eri be assigned to the function keys, 
BO that 'Dear Sir' and 'Yours 
sincerely 'and 'WherB is your oopy 
Jolyon?' may be added to a document 
with fewer keystrokes. 

THE URGE TO MERGE 

if you are sending the same letter to dif- 
ferent people you can set up the 
document to take name and address 
data from the database. This is known 
as mail merging. The names and 
addresses are read from a separate file 
and inserted at the relevant parts of the 
text as it is printed. 

Should your printer run into prob- 
lems during printing, then the dreaded 
'Printer tfOuble' requester pops up on 
the Workbench screen. You cannot see 
this unless you flip screens as no 
requester appears on the 
Wordprocessor's page. 

The file requester was a little quirky 
in that the drag bar for scrolling the file- 
names sometimes refused to work. 
Also, you are iimited to device names 
dfO:, dfl:, ram;, and Sys: as easily 
clicked directory buttons. This is com- 
mon to the file requesters of each 
J^odute. *

BASES LOADED 

The Database module saves 
and loads its data in two sepa- 
rate files, a template and the 
database data itself. Before a 
new databa$.e can be con- 
structed, a template has to be 
defined. Here the areas where 
the data is to appear, or fields, 
are arranged on screen, given a 
size, and wheliher they are text, 
numerals, currency, and so on. 

A special feature of the - 
database are the fields for for- 
mulae. These allow you to 
define fields that calculate val- 
ues from numeric data entered 
in other parts of the database. 

This is the basis of a slock 
control system, so this 
database can be used for more 
than just an address and tele- 
phone directory. Such data can 
be exported to the other mod- 
ules. 

If you have material from 
another database program, in 
ASCII format, then it is possible to load it into the 
module. A custom template must first be con- 
structed, and any of the original's template data 
has to be edited out. Ttie layout of the template 
can be deteirnined by examining ihe file with the 
Wordprocessor. The editing can be done here loo. 

SPREADING rr ABOUf 

Spreadsheets are very powerful tools in the right 
hands, and. being lefl-handed myself, I was unable 
10 test out some of its more complex formulae. 
This is not to say it is not simple to use, it is, but 
the module has features thai would satisfy the 
Chief Accountant of the Atbey National, a$ well as 
the home businessman,

are entered. Each cell is located 
on the grid by a row number and 
column letter, so that the top left 
most cell is A1 , th-e one below is 
A2, and Itie one to the right of 
that is B2. To make life easier 
when building up a large 
spreadstieet, it is possible to cut 
and paste rows and columns to 
other places. This saves a iot of 
typing. If you make a mistake 
then there Is an undo function, 
and also the chance to insert 
extras rows or columns if you've left one out. 

TTiere Is a Search/Reptace facility, but there is a 
limit to which characters you can enter. For instance, 
say you had a column of formulae which you mistak- 
enly entered as ^Ax'Bx, where x is the row number. 
You cannot replace the ' by using the 
Searcti/Replace, it will not accept tha ' sign. The + is 
allowed, but any formula so charvged becomes a title. 

The manual supplied with the package is over 
200 pages. It is well illustrated and eas'^ to folDow, 
with eacfi module explained by means of a tutorial 
and ready-made examples, plus a reference sec- 
tion. Why do they insist that a disk is a disc? I felt 
that the spreadsheet couldi have done with a little 
more explanation with regard to the formulae, but 
overall the manual is well thought oui and conveys 
its concepts efficiently.

AMIGA POWER 

One of the mosl useti;! pcjripherals which demon- 
strates withojt question the powef and flexibility of 
the Amiga has to be Ihe genloclK. 

By now, most Amiga users will know wtiat a 
genlocl^ is - a device to allow the synchronisation 
o1 a video so'urce with Amiga generated graphics- 
This enables you lo do tasks such as basic titling, 
captioning, etc. Adventurous interactive grapJiic 
effects can also be realised when more hands-on 
eKperienoe «s gained. 

Uniil recently, budget genlocks have only 
offered the simplest os/erlaying ('keying") technique 
to the budding DTV'er. That is to ^ay they acc&pt 
composite Input into the Amiga, display video over 
ttie default tadkground colour (colour 0) and ttien 
provide composite output of the mixed video and 
computer graphics. The Rocgen Plus allows more 
flexibility than the basic budget set up,

COMHECnOIIS 

Extra fsatures start with the powering of the 
device. It draws power from the Amiga itselt or 
alternatively can be powered by an external 12 
Volt transformer. TTiis is particularly handy if 
you've got a stack of peripherals attached to an 
already overstretched Amiga and power supply. 

The genlock is housed in an attractively styled 
beige metal box, let's say colour coordinated, and 
SpOffS' a generous length ol sturdy cable enabling 
it to be situated wherever is most convenient - 
probably on top of the Amiga itself. The lead puis 
an end to 2X81 style 'kludges' hanging Irom the 
back ot the computer waiting to expJode if the set 
up gets inadvertently moved. 

The front of the genlock houses two small 
LEDs, One informs you thattfie device has pow- 
ered up, the other lets you know that a live video 
source is connected. To the right of the LED indi- 
cators are two rotary knobs, labelled 'Amiga' and 
'Video' respectively. These are for dissolve effects. 
A lot of fun can be had from playing about with the 
ditfereni combinations of settings. To enable you 
to unders-tand more fully what they do, here is a 
summary of the four eKtremes. 

* 'Video' at 'Max' and 'Amiga' at 'Max' displays 
Amiga graphics overlaid onto video source - the 
standard fare of genlocking, 

■ 'Video' at 'Min' and 'Amiga' at 'Min' displays 
Amiga graphics in outline and fills with video 
source. Known as 'inverse' effect or "keyholing', 
this mode is usetui lor binocular/sniper's sight lype 
of special eifects, 

■ 'Video" at 'Max' and 'Amiga' at 'Min' displays 
video source only. 

* Last but not least ot the combinations is 
'VikJeo' at 'Min' and 'Amiga' at 'Ma*'. This combina- 
tion outputs Amiga graphics. Title screens and the 
like can be recorded to video tape using this set- 
ting.

Wtiethcr yoti spend ElOO on itie Alter Ima^e genlock, or 
E780 or the H^ma 280 reviev/eri in tfie last issue, you'll see 
tliat every genlock will do more or less the same ttiing - syi- 
chronise the video output at your Amiga and a videfl souroe, 
so Itiat Amiga flrapfiics can be superimposed over yidao. 

But what no affordable video peripheral couW do inlil 
now IS Ihe opposils - to su[>erimpose a video signal over a 
computer graphic (of another video signal}. 

Genlocks work tjy ignoring the bacltground colour of the 
Amiga's video output, and superimposing the foieg round 
graphics wto ttie video signal, synctironising tlie scanuing 
rates of tlie images so tfial the result is steac^. 

In contrast, Roctec's RocKey is a cc<oiir splitter which 
can its used as a video 'keying' device. Usftct wilti a genlock, 
RocKey can praduce the sort of effect whicti rnake?

An RGB Itiraugh socket connects to your genlock - no 
doubt Roctec would reoor^mrend their RocGen or RocGen 
Plus, but, I achieved acceptatile results with an Alter image 
genlock.

The August 1 98S issue Of a certair Amiga magg^lne, the 
fiame of which escapes me at the moment, ran a review 
of the latest product from an AmErican tiardware corn- 
pan/ called CSA. The product was an accelerator card for 
ttie Amiga 2O00, ard it featured a 14,4MiHz Motorola 
6Sft20 prOCESSor and 3 68831 maths co-processor. 
This previously urthougt]! of mortster of a card came 
with 2m of RAM and COSta wfiopping £2000 (£5000 it 
you wariied 8Mb of RAM). Ttie reviewer immediately 
went into 'rave" mode [thus f>re-emptiig the current 
darcB trend"}, and sta rt&d likening it to a 2(H)mph Ford 
Escort. But times change. 

^n !hese enhgiitened days Ford Cos worths do IntfEed 
do SOOmph and raving is common, but generally it takes 
mucii more than an O20 card to make us faded Amifla- 
people to reach for the superlatives. But before you turn 
ttie page, read tNis; the A5000iion\ SSL is more rehat]le 
than thai original card, a bit faster, more flexible - and 
best of ail costs £250. 

SPEED UP 

Accelerator cards are much sought after by Amiga users 
for many different reasons. Any exposure to image ren- 
dering pfograms is an immediate cause, but even the 
latest in 3D games [for example. Formula One Grand 
Prw) can benefit from a turtro injection. Basically you 
cannot have too much speed, and perhaps even before a 
hard drive, the accelerator card is the peripheral to get. 
Well, ttiey should be, hut the prices of accelerator cards 
have always been just out of the reach ot most folk, 
especially owners of A50W500 Pluses whose machines 
lack the processor slot of A2Q0{Vl5O0s.

0H-20, OH-30,

All pre-3000 Amigas [pre-25Da' 
if you're reading this Stateside] 
come with a Motorola 6S00O 
CPU as Standard. As I'm sure 
you're well aware by now, this 
chip Is a little temporally disad- 
vantaged (old) and has been 
updated several times into the 
6e'02O, Ihe 68030 and even thE 6@Q^D. Alt these chips 
have major advantages over the 68O00, not Itie least of 
which is that they are true 32-bit processors, Without 
getting bogged down in technical details, or to put it 
another way, without me reaching up to my bookshelf 
and getting paid for re-writing a text book, this means 
that the 65020/30/40 CPUs can access memory a lot 
faster than the 6^000. 

Faster memory access, combined with the internal 
caches and faster instruction execution rates, all make for 
faster programs. In tact, clocking in at 5,1 MIPS [Million 
Instructions Per Second), the ASQOOcm be said to run 
more than five times as fast as an average Amiga. Kow 
before you start calculatlnig spead-up times based on this 
information, you must bear in mind that the custom 
chips on which the Amiga relies so heavil/ar€ still 16-bit 
chips, tootling along at 7MHr or so, Thus, any programs 
which rely heavily on them - such as games, paint pro- 
flrams, etc - wilf not aytomatically tie sped up five times. 

it's not nice, but this is the way of the Amiga world. 
However, if your program depends a Jot on pure number- 
crunching, the speed-up can be eKhilaratln^. A ray 
tracing program is a perfect example - as you can see 
from the graph, an image which took: five minutes on an 
A50JM Equipped Amiga took sixteen and a half on a 
vanilla system. Ttiat's a speed-up ot over 300%! By the 
way, the tests In the oraph are not meant to be extensive 
-they merely indicate the typical reduction in time 
gained by me irt everyday use. 

By far the best improvement was with Imaf/mS, 
which like most rendering programs is supplied with 3 
version specially written for 6&QZ(l/ao/'lO systems,

Prior to all the speed benefits, you'll have to install tlva 
card. Fitting is the usual 'I wish this was someone else's 
Amiga' type of situation, but rarely as difficult as it first 
appears. The &3000 is prised from your motherboard 
with a screw-dniver/biro/dinner knife and insErted into 
the empty socket on the A5000 card. One further heart- 
stoppfngly fir« but gentle pusfi later, and your Amiga 
has a new brain, IE all takes about 15 minutes, and 14 
minutes of those are taken up bygetllnfl oft that ridicu- 
lous metal shielding on the A50O, 

The A5000 comes with 1 Mb of RAM as siandard and 
has sockets for another three. Ttie chips required to fill 
thes* gaps are rather inexpensive, and expanding your 
Amiga's memory in thrs way is actually cheaper than 
b-uyingi some dedicated RAM cards, What's more, this 
32-bit RAM belongs exclusively to the ASQOO, so not 
only is it incredibly fast, but it permi^ts your other mem- 
ory eKpansions to co-exist -comfortably breaking the 
S/9Mb limit. The 32- bit RAM is so important to the over- 
all speed of Ihe card that if you bought an accelerator 
card without any, you'd ibe connpleiely bonkers. 

Alj ABOOOs also come with a 63881 co-processor, 
ensuring any rendering programs are running just as fast 
as they can. To wring out that final increase of speed and 
attain a completeiy hair-gelled Qroove Factor Seven, you 
can copy the system Jdckstart ROM into the super-fast 
RAM. As ROMs are slower than RAMs, any program 
which uses intuition wilt benefit, and this feature will now 
work with Kickstarl2 as well as original 1 .3 systems. Of 
course, you must forfeit up fo half a meg of super-RAM 
for the privilege. And after all that brafn-numbing com- 
puting intensity, it you need to run a game which has 
been written by less-tban-legal hacker programmers, you 
can fall back to using your 6SO0Q by means of a small 
program and a warm reset. 

CONCLUSION 

I've been lucky enough to use the A50OO for over a 
month in a set-up which consists ot an A&OOPIus with a 
6VP series 2 drive and 2Mbs of fast RAM - all in a 
Checkmate AISDQ box. It's a pretty unique system ! As 
stated previously, ttie ftSOOO comes with 1 Mb of RAM 
which means my system has 4Mb ot RAM in total, in the 
test period J have had no unexplained crashes, and in 
fact no mishaps at all. 

The A5000 has behavied perfectly, and it was onty 
when it was removed for the purposes ot producing the 
graph that I appreciated how slow my Amiga was with- 
out it. Definitely recommended, «

You should know how to create a new track as we 
discussed this in last month's tutorial.

Try selecting New from the 
Track menu instead. Mow. select a set from the 
Set Load requester and after it has loaded it will 
attach itself to the mouse pointer.

Pressing the 
Control key (Ctri) and clicking will complete the 
track after stamping down the final frame. Please 
note that you can also control which face to stamp 
down by using ttie '<' and '>' keys to flip through 
the available faces In fhe selected set. 

(f you want the face to go off the screen {I.e. a 
man walking out of shot), yorj can shift its position 



on the mouse by hitting the arrow keys. Holding 
down the Alt key while doing this increases the dis- 
tance that the face moves. Pressing the letter 'C 
on the keyboard (ignore the quotes) will return the 
face to its original posilion. Another helpful feature 
is the Hold requester which will hold a face in the 
same place for a number of frames. Select Hold 
from the Track menu and enter the numt>er of 
frames you want the face to stay put. Easy I 

Try using the Repeat requester if you have 
just stamped out a track with a ferris wheel 
which has just completed one rotation. 
Instead of doing it again manually, the repeat 
requester will repeat the same sequence 
from- the beginning of the track to the current 
position. Meat Stuff! 
The most powerful tracis creation tool is Guides, 
Guides allow automatic creation of smooth linear 
and elliptical paths which are affected by both 
velocity and acceleration Try loading a Set and go 
to the Special menu and select Guides The 
Guides control window will then appear. You can 
define a path using the 'rubber-banding' method, 
like the line tool in Oeluxs Paint. 

For a linear guide, drag out a line that you wish 
your track to follow. Do this by holding down tfie 
left mouse button and moving the mouse, releas- 
ing it when you've finished. You can draw another 
one if you mess the first one up. The elliptical 
guides can be rubber banded by pressing the ellip- 
tical button. Click the mouse In the edit window 
and drag out an ellipse. When you release the but- 
ton, you should select tfie stariing point on the 
eHip^e by positioning the mousa- and clicking. 

You may also affect the path of the guide you 
have rubtier-banded by changing the velocity and 
acceleration. You can have an acceleralion affect 
on the guide in either tfie vertical or horizontal 
direction or both. 

Once you are satisTied with the shape and 
spadng of your guide, there are two ways 
to make use of it. In the Guide Contrd 
window 'Auto' guide creation tells 
iMoviieSeilfef to create ibe specified num- 
ber of frames along the guide , 
automatically cycling through the faces from 
the track's set. Press the dose window tjuiton 
to create the tr^k elements automatKally, 




If you wish to have rrwrB control over the 

stamping of the track, select Manual. Select Close 
window to use the guide tor the creation of your 
track. 'When you move the mouse, ttie current face 
will 'snap' to the closest point on the guide. You 
may turn the guide on or off by hitting 'G', You may 
also create a new guide at any time. 

The Shift option from the Track menu toggles 
an editing feature that is similar to insert/overstrtke 
in word processors. For example, in frame 50 you 
are on a desert background and frame 51 (tie 
background changes to a space ship. At frame 50 
you wish to add a camel walking for 30 frames. 
With Shift turned off, the camel would walk one 
frame on the desert and 29 frames in the space 
ship (most likely, not the desired result!) With shift 
turned on, all events and tracks that have not yet 
occurred will be delayed. In essence, you are 
inserting new frames as you stamp out your track. 
With Shift off, you only add new frames when you 
reach the end of the movie. Adding a track, there- 
fore, does not necessarily increase the length of 
the movie. 

In the unlikely event that you should make a 
mistake (CU readers make a mistake? Naaa!), you 
can back up and delete the previous track element 
by hitting the Backspace key on the keyboard [the 
delete arrow pointing left). Mov/eSeMerwill auto- 
matically update the face attached to the mouse 
and move backwards one frame, 

EDIflNG AN EXISniiG 
TRACK 

Once you have completed a track you will probably 
want to make small adjustments to synchronise it 
with ottier tracks you have already created. For 
this purpose there are many tools available in the 
Track Edit window. 

Track hold, repeat and guides may also be 
used as often as you like during the editing of a 
track. To use them, you must first select the 
track and then press the Insert After or Insert 
Before buttons on the Track Edit window. Take 
a look at the tools arid icons discussed in last 
month's tutorial. Last month we printed a guide 
explaining all the Track editing k;on& and said 
exacllywhallihey did.

The storyboard option 
opens its own window, which can be 
resized, and shows the 'key' frames of 
the production in a small lornriat, just 
like professional animators use! 

Storyboard contains a Conditions menu that sorts 
the production according to the events that you 
choose. Events are selected using the Condition 
menu. You can go to any frame in the production 
just by clicl^png on tJie frame shown in the story- 
board window. By sorting the storyboard by, for 
example sounds, you will only be shown the 
frarrifes where a sound event begins. 11 makes edit- 
ing a doddie! Furthermore, you can combine as 
many search criteria as you like. Different criteria 
from the Conditions menu are: Track start. 
Background change. Scrolling, Sound, Colour 
cycling. Palette change. Timing change, and Lxop, 

Only nine frames are shown at a time so hitting the 
arrow up key on the keyboard will show the nesrt 
nine frames and the down arrow shows the previ- 
ous nine.

BACKGROUND

SOUND 

MQvisSstter\eis you add sampled stereo sounds 
TO your produclions, After choosing your sound 
you are asksd to load an IFF fomnat mono or 
stereo sampled sound. Selection of a sound 
places you in ths Sound Control Window. The 
piano keys can select the sample's pitch. The Play 
button lets you hear the sound at the current set- 
lings, Clicking on the circle besides Pan will 
activate the panning controls, This lets the sound 
Iw played on either the left or right speaker or 
somewhere In-between, {in other words Labour, 
Tory or Liberal! A little Wt of politics there for you, 
he says slipping into a Ben Elton voice!) 

"Rie Event button creates a sound event 
according to your settings in Ihe Sound Control 
Window, Please note that a new sound event will 
interrupt any sound thai is currently playing on tho 
sams channel-

SCROUJNG 

Starts a scrolling event at the current frame, 
Scroliing can be horizontal or vertical and can 
have variable acceleration and start/'end velocities.

Regulates the speed that the production is played 
at.

See the timing charts last month lor more informa- 
tion. Remember that the maximum speed for 
animation in Europe is 50 frames per second on a 
PAL system and 60 in America.. 

LOOP 

Placing a loop simply tells MoweSeHer 'when 1 get 
to this frame, jump backwards'. You can havB as 
many kwps as you like, all you need to specify is 
the start frame, the frame to lump backwards to, 
and the number of times to loop 

SELECT 

Shows all the events in the cument frame. Events 
can be edited by doul^te clicking on their name in 
the list, or deleted by single clicking and pressing 

the delete button.

• Use multitasking! Several windows dispiaying 
different editing Information can be opened at the 
same time, (This is not an iBM PC, you ItncKuv!) 
Each window can be resiized snd selected whe-n it 
is needed- In practice, you can leave the story- 
beard up and mnning in the editing process. This 
allows you to sort the production in different ways, 
letting you rruive to the beginning of the event you 
want to edit. 

# Coordinates are available when laying down a 
track. The player control window lists the current 
screen location of the mouse pointer. 



• Most sets can be registered approximately in 
their centre, Some sets are better registered at a 

certain point in the drawing window. We've found 
that walking character sets work best when regis- 
tered to one of the feet. This reduced the chances 
of 'rnoonwalking' or floating effects, 

• Keyboard shortcuts make life easier. Using the 
mouse for every choice sometimes means that you 
must leave the editing area. You can loose track of 
a sets placement when you do this, so using the 
keyboard means that you can eoncenitrate more on 
the animation's path. 

• Oocasionaiiy, bringing a large set or sound event 
into the production will slow the existiing animation 
down a bit. To get around this problem use the tim- 
ing control to slow the entire production down to a 
speed ihat AiovieSetter can handle successfully 
without sudden slow dowris. 

• The on-screen palette gets jits colours from the 
background picture. If no background is loaded the 
program gets the colours from the current ^t. If 
you want all the colours to mmain the same, use 
the same colour palette through out the entire pro- 
duction, 

animahon tips 

• The cornerstone of good animation is the ability 
to apply exaggeration to all the elements in your 
production. Try making your characters so they 
appear to be made out of jelly. !$« Avery was the 
master of cartoon characterisation and exaggera- 
tion. Try renting some of his classic cartoons and 
see how his characters reacted in a surprised way. 
They would hover in mid air, their ears, eyes and 
other parts flung in all directions and there was 
usually some tunny sound effect, like a claxon. 
Practice some of your own and experimentf 



• Remember that objects such as people and cars 
require time to build up speed from a standing 
position. Use a few esctra frames to achieve accel- 
eration and momentum when you slam on the 
brakes. 

• Take a look at some of the brilliant Eric 
Schwartz's animations available from most PO 
companies. Many of his greatest productions were 
created using MovieSeWer and can be obtained for 
a couple of pounds each. Eric shows how it is per- 
teofly possible to create animation on a computer 
which is comparable to the authentic pen and 
paper stuff. His characters show surprise and other 
expressions In ihe most comical and ciassic ways. 

• Watch how things work in real life and act out 
character movements and expressions as you 
draw them. Watch yourself In a mirror or get a 
friend to pull faces while you draw them.

1HE FINAL FROiniER 

It's not what you do, but how you do it that's impor- 
tant. Presenting your worit in an accessible formal is 
the Icey to successful animation work, and this month 
Peter Lee takes a look at some of the best presenta- 
tion packages currently available for the Amiga. 
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HEARING THE END 

After you've completed your movie (and let's take 
credit for Ihls, what we've built up owerttie past 
four issues is a mini-movie) you'll ne^ to edit and 
sliowcase ttne Final animafior. 

As we've progressed, using Deluxe Paint lo 
create our various segments, we've buiit up sev- 
eral distinct animation sequences. And uniess you 
have plenty of memory, the only way to do your 
work justice is to present tliese individuai sectiions 
as professionaliy as possible. Ttie same is true of 
any related sequences you may create - having 
l^e user operate the various segments of your dis- 
play interactively is far more satisfying than simply 
looping thrxiugh ttie complete story in one go. For 
ohe thing your work deserves lo be savoured more 
fully a portion at a time. 

PRESENTING... 

In this final insialiment we'll look at a number of 
presentation packages first, then move on to ihe 
more technical world of animation edBing. Thanks 
to the Amiga's stronghold in video work, and the 
blessing of a standard ANIM format, several pro- 
grams are available to help with showing off your 
wares, Here are mini reviews of some of the best... 



CAN DO

PRESENHNG... 

I have to admit that this is my preferred piece of 
software. While it's much more tiian an animation 
player., it does ttie Job beautifully. The program 



allows you to construct a front-end for many kinds 
of applications- presentations, your own pro- 
grams, rnenu structures and so on. Sut these are 
secondary to our main aim which is to create a 
comio-book style package to show off our Star 
Trek animations. 

Although the past few months have been 
graphic intensive, we only really need to draw one 
more screen now, then see how Can Do can help 
in bringing oursfoiy to life. Altfiough ttie program 
can^ create and draw its own click buttons - areas 
on screen which activate an event when a mouse 
button is clicked within them - 1 prefer to design 
my own initial display screen, with buttons of my 
own. There are no conslraiints to the size or nature 
of these - you can opt for triangular, circular, or 
standaiti rectangles. The beauty of doing if this 
way is that you can draw your screen in keeping 
wil^ your subject. 

CanDo isn't fussy about the IFF images it 
loads. You may have a digitised picture in your 
collection wliich would form a perfect back drop 
for your menu - all you have to do is load il into 
DPaint and draw in your buttons. These should be 
labelled according to where you want CanDo to 
iead the user. In the case of our animation 
sequences, each can be named as chapters so 
the viewer can select which chapter (or sequence) 
to view by clicking on one of your buttons. You 
also need to draw an Exit button on there, too, 
(user-friendliness) and maytte one which will lead 
to a scneen of ciiedits. 

FONTS AND STYLES 

GanDo allows you to print to the screen with var- 
ied fonts and Styles, so you could put your name 
up in lights if you so desired. One button could 
even be used to cycle through the entire anima- 
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GRAPHICS DIY 



Bon. Although you may not hav^e enough memory 
to append the various parts of ttie animations into 
DPaint al one time, CsoDo will stiow t^em consec- 
utively, even if there is a minor pause as eacin one 
(S loaded. Once the menu screen is saved, i| can 
t>e loa<f&cf in CanDo as the first item to be dis- 
played - the program calls each element in a script 
a Card, and you can easily hiave one card lead to 
any other in the pack. Each of your aniimatjon 
sequences would be a separate card, accessed by 
a hit button on the mienu screen you've drawn. 
Telling CanDo where a hit button is located is as 
simple as dragging out a correctly-sized box over 
That part of your image where you want the hot- 
spot to be. After that, you simply have to tell the 
program what action to perfomn once it detects a 
Tiouse-click - in our case a Goto Card # (*#' is tfie 
card number of your animation sequence) where 
The animation will be played. Using the built-in 
script language (which is much easier than AMOS, 
* have to admit) you can loop the sequence untjl a 
particular event (mouse click, keypress or timer) 
(hen go back to the menu, It's all very professional, 
and as g runtime module is provided for free distri- 
tHJtlon with your worltt no-one will! know that the 
frtiesentation wasn't programmed in C! Honestly, 
once you've got over ihe intricacies of setting up 
the interface and testing it out, your work will boot 
up on the Amiga and work as if some computing 
egghead had spent six months wiitimg the code. 

As wetl as CanEkfs presentation abilities, it can 
also piay sounds - so what's to stop you using 
Jigitised effects from !he Star Trek show iitself? 
They add a new dimension to Amiga shows, and 
-vhatever your animation work, sound FXs add' 
another layer of professionalism. The prnjgram can 
oe used to show IFF images and text in windows, 
t.0 a virtual Hypertext system is well within your 
'each. Writing complex interactive graphics pre- 
sentations on CanDo is not quile as simpJe, but rt 
IS- the easiest way I've found for rnixmg information 
and explanaloty diagrams whilst giving the user 
Tompleie control. 



AMrGA VISION

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This brilliant multi-media package from 
Commo<t'0r9 is something of a dark horse, it's a 

iricky blend of icon and script-based control, but 
can be used to create totally professional pnesen- 
lations containing animations, stills, sounds - even 
video if you have the hardware. To use an analogy 
- if CanDo is the Lotus Esprit of the presentation 
world (a speedy little racer), Amig^Vision is the 
BMW - sturdily buiit and oozing reJiability. 

The flow of your presentation is represented on 
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the main screen as a series of icons, with i^oops, 
branche$ and subroutines forming a visually infor- 
mative cascade down the screen. Routines are 
built on the basis of Parent and Child objects, and 
for our animation example the whole session 
would be contained in one Module, with as many 
Children as Ihere are sequences. Progress 
through the show can be made by either specify- 
ing a time period or waiting for a key or mouse 
click to continue. 

SPEECH SYNTHESIS 

As in CanDo, hit twxes are an integral part of 
AmigaVision, so your first screen would t>e of the 
menu, allowing the user to decide for themselves 
which route to take. One feature of Vision vth^h 
CanDo lacks is the ability to define a poly- 
gon area as a hit button. If you drew a 
menu choice button as a triangle in 
CanDo, you would have to load it in as a 
separate brush onto the main image if you 
wanted the specific shape to be the hot- 
area. In Vision, you simply las^o around 
the relevant area Vision also has great 
control of on-board speech synthesis so 
you could, in our example, have either a 
narrative to the story or have the Trek 
characters actually say their lines instead 
of printing out text on screen. In 'writing' 
your script (I us« the word advisedly) you 
select icons which perform the desired 
function, then add rt to the editing area. 
Doubie-clicki-ng on an item - for instance 
the one representing graphics, opens up a 
requester where path and display options 
are specified. 

Amiga Vision is an all -singing presenta- 
tion package, but the learning curve is sleeper 
than CanDo. And when you want things done simi- 
ply and quickly, CanDo is always my first choice.

IHE EASY OPTION 

This rather dated package is a bog-standard pre- 
sentation utility, It's a piece of cake to use, which 
makes it an ideal starting-off point. Eian will dis- 
play images or animations at the press of a key 
and setting if up is as easy as elicking on a file- 
name and then on a key. Once pressed, the key 
will then show the image. There is no menu struc- 
ture, but all you need do is draw an initial menu 
screen, telling ihe user which keys activate whKh 
sequences^ and leave them to it. Elan's uses are

There is no scripiting 
Jartguage, l^iough all loaded elements {wfiether 
stills or animations) can be repeated as man^ 
times as you like, and each key cao have an 
image lodged into at- It's also oice If you have addi- 
tional memory as the changes from frame to frame 
IS almost instantaneous.

ICON-DRIVEN 

Still with the heavyweight presentation packages 
comes the grand-daddy of animalion programs. 
OVidso /f/ allows you ic lailor your animations in 
an icon-driven script to-miat, which is more intuitive 
than either CanDoor Amiga^ision. Animations are 
contained within Scenes which are placed on 
Tracks. You can mix stills, leKt. ANIMS and sound 
FX within the same scene, which allows you great 
potential for the Star Trek Animalion. Loading title 
screens or scene-seHing IFF images means you 
do not have to have them eating up frames of an 
animation. Sequences can start by a mouse elicit, 
played at the correct speed (great if some of your 
segments run too quickly or slowly ) and, again. 
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there is a run-time facility to enable you to make 
the presentation bootable for distribution without 
the program itself. The interactive -nature of the 
program does lag way behind CanDoaf Vision, so 
you iMould need to do some complex pre-planning 
10 achieve a user-selected run-through using a 
menu system. But it is easy to use and once mas- 
tered proves invatuabie.

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visual reference of Anim frames in memory if 
desired. These are represented on the edit sheet 
as tiny grey images - but they give a nice feel to 
working wtth the program. Unusually for Amiga 
software, there are no pull-downs menus. Instead, 
icons ranged along each screen edge control the 
show. Frame movement is a point' n 'click affair, 
though you have to be tamiliar with the workings of 
the program before you jump in.

MUCH MORE THAN 
ANiDITOR 

This first class animation editor is primarily aimed 
at the digitised sequences obtained from Rombo's 
low cost digitiser, but is equally at home with 
DPaint AH\fA5. 1 still haven't come 10 love the 
interface - which uses a dialect of icon which only 
RgD2 and the author know- but I do love the facil- 
ities it offers. Again, the program is much more 
than an Editor and it allows some excellent line- 
tweaking of ANIM files which DPsini alone cannot 
achieve easily, if at all. The heart of the program is 
a simpie exposure sheet, which lists items 
Included in the animation - including sound effects 
which can be synchronised to kick in at a particular 
frame. Layering is a powerful feature which lets 
you combine different elements (of the same 
screen specif icatton) into one animation, in Itself tt, 
isn't a presentation package, but it does add 
another weapon in the armoury of video creation.

THE PROFESSIONAL 

The Professional Animation Sequence EdHor is 
aimed at the professional user. This is evident in 
the compleji interface which is something of a hin- 
drance to what is the Roils Royce of editors 
Frames are loaded into the editor where they are 
processed into a proprietary file format called DAF 
(Difference Algofithm FUe). From here on in (tie re's 
very little you can't do to the sequence: cutting, 
copying, looping from, a specified point, speed edit- 
ing and finally saving muittiple scripts for the same 
sequence, While you cannot play the DAF files as 
easily as ANIM files, the program can call up the 
DAF player to run through the sequence as edited. 
It's a sihame atwut this non-standard approach, but 
it was dona to allow the kind of sophisticated frame 
editing and manipulation features provided. ANIM 
frames deny you that luxury. 
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WARP FACTO 

Mission completed, it's time for the 
Enterprise to blast off into tlie wild blue 
yonder to boldly keep on going where no 
starship has gone before, Peter Lee fin- 
ishes his excellent animation tutorials 
with the Federation Starship zooming off 
into the distance... 



miSISTHECNP 

Ifs been four issues now, and iinally Kirk ana 
Spock have saved the universe by def sating the 
alien presence. So it's time for a wrap as far as our 
animation lutorials go, Exc&pt we need to tie the 
whole siory up with an appropriate end sequence. 

Hopefuliy, during these past months, you've 
bean able to pick up new Ideas and techtt^iqu&s 
Wlilch wiLI make your animations more profes- 
sional Our final effect is a simple one, but It 
incorporates a dual rendering technique which you 
may sometimes have to call on. The end piece to 
our animation simply shows a stylised star field 
with the planet dead centre. A Ime of text tells the 
viewer that it's over, and the Enterpnse will glide 
swiftly into infinity, This is achieved by sending the 
spaceship brush 'back* into the screen [into the 2 
plane). But there is a slight problem with DPamtm 
that it tends not to like making brushes disappear 
into nothingness. So the trick is to animate the 
shrinking brush of the Enterpnse aslar as the pro- 
gram will allow in around 1 5 frames, then remove 
the final small reridering of the ship, and add tO 
mor* frames based on the original pk;ture minus 
the spaceship. This 14 achieved from the 
Animalion/Frames/Addframe option, which Inserts 
the currant frame as an extra one. Now you can 
sir^ulate the jump to light speed by having the ship 
turn into radiating points of light, which can also be 
sent back along the Z plane until on the final frame 
they are small enough to erase manually. Draw 
your sparks of blue light, glU them out as a brush, 
^nd animate them in the 
Z plane exactly as you 
did with the spaceship, 

POIMTSTO 
REMEMBER 

1 . You do not want the 
new animation to over- 
write the existing frames, 
so you must specify the 
number of additional 
frames you have created 
in the Frames counter 
box in the Animation 
Move requester. 

2. As well 3$ moving 
both brushes (the ship, 
and later the light bur^t) 
back into the 3fd dimen- 
sion, you need to move 
them horizontally too to 

give the effect of a ship moving across the field oi 
view. 



3. Use the anti-alias setting to ensure that 
as your brushes are reduced, they are ren- 
dered in the best possible way. 

FINALLY*... 

if you have been following the 
storyboard, you may want to 
generate a more realistic con- 
clusion to the project by having 
Spock and Kirk exchange dia- 
logue on the planet, using the 
same techniques for mouth 
movemenit and narrative we've 
already covered. Alternatively, 
you could use the scrolling Star 
Wars text we explained to 
finalise the story without revert- 
ing to character animation 
again. Whatever you decide to 
do, you should have enougli 
new methods of animation pre- 
sentation to cover almost all 
eventualities, in whatever pro- 
jects you undertake. Finally, I 
hope this Star Trek series has 
been as much fun for you as It 
was for me. In the words of Spock; Live long 
and prosper. ■»

When creating large backgrourHJ graptiios in

There have been a number of map editors on

MANUALS 

John Kennedy checks out th« 
facts within the new official Thlrct 
Edition reference manu$l$. Is this 
jtfeal bedtime it^^dilng? 

Jt's an interesting fact - and one 
largely overiookecJ - that the operat- 
ing system used by the Amiga range 
of computers is probabJ/ iJie most 
sophisticated available for any desk- 
top micro. Forget the PC and 
Madntosh systems, for alitiough boJii 
have graphical user interfaces 
(GUis), neither hawe totally masterad 
the concept of true multitasking. 

The Intuition system and the 
EXEC core of the Amiga are well 
proven, reHable (yes, rsally) plat- 
forms and provide more scope for 
expans^ion than any nvaL You may 
onfy play games with it, but your 
Amiga is one heck of a machine 
un(ter thai beige ei<leiior, 

I! goes without saying that fn order 
to make the most of the Amiga you 
need ihe right books - no one can 
carry all ihe infonnation around in 
their heads without severe loss of 
higher brain functions. Most iDOok- 
shops have shelves of '6ukte to the 
Amiga'-type tomes, t3ut for the true 
facts you need the official guides. 

After the various WorWserich 2 
launches [officially on the A300CI, 
accidentaily on the A&DOPius and 
finally on the A600), a new set of 
booits were needed. It was time for 
th« three WB1.3 manuals to be pen- 
sioned off, and finally their 
replacements have arrived. 



As Workbench 2 tias grown - in 
ways we'll ason see - so the neces- 
sary documentation has grown, too. 
Now there are four books: the 
Hardware manual and 'Includes & 
Autodocs' remain whole, but the 
'Libraries and DevJces' volume has 
split into two parts. 

Taking the Hardwafe manual first, 
very little has changed. For starters, 
any new changes lo the i;^ipset [i.e. 
the much taliitad about ECS) have 
been relegated to one cramped 
appendix of 1 5 pages. These 
changes haven't even made it into 
the example Include file, wtiidi is 
sloppy. 

There are no more example pro- 
grams. The esoteric and not veiy 
useful sections on keyboard and 
audio remain intact. The lack of conti- 
nuity remains (it's plain that different 
chapters were wntten by completely 
different authors) and there is still no 
Star>dard way of presenting a chip 
summary at the end of a section. 

Apart from the minuscule ECS 
appendix, the only new information is 
a section on the mysterious Zorro II 
and 01 layouts. An example lifting is 
lost as a result. There are no men- 
tions of the A500 Plus, the A600, the 
A590, the A520. the A570, the CDTV 
and nothing at all about new forth- 
coming chipsets. 

The Hardware manual is now 465 
pages, due to more spacious layout, 
the ECS seclion and the Zon'o infor- 
mation. Overall, this manual was a 
great disappointment. To make a 1.3 
programmer buy this new volume 
simply for 1 5 pages of curl ECS 
notes is not very nice. 

Commodore obviously do not like 
hardware level programmers, which 
is a very snobbish attitude towards 
the people who have written the 
games which have given them alt 
jobs in the first place. 



The remaining three books form 
tlie Amiga ROM Kernal Reference 
manuals, and they are a different ket- 
tle offish altogether, The Includes 
and Autodocs" is by far the least 
interesting - that's not to say it's not 
useful, but unless you actively enjoy 
reeding sections from a 10O3 page 
, collection of function descriptions 
and include iistings you won't be tak- 
ing this one away with you on 
holiday. 

Better to plump for the remaining 
two books. 'Devices' is a list of, erm, 
the Amiga's devices. This entails the 
serial and parallel ports, timers, key- 
boards, printers, SCSI, console, 
audio, gamepoft and trackdisk 
devices. 

Each section in this 570 page 
book is extremely detailed with an 
abundance of example listings. The 
'Devices' worit also includes 200 
pages on the Amiga's IFF standard. 
This section is essential reading, as it 
inciudeB example listings for access- 
ing IFFs (of the video, sound, 
animation and so on varieties) and 
also detailed descriptions of regis- 
tered IFF types. 

Which leaves one more t>ook - 
'Libraries'. This ono is definitely the 
book to buy first, as it has more than 
a hint of tutorial about it. If you are 
wary of upgrading your l ,3 books to 
these third editions, this is the one 
that will convince you. 

In their quest to make the Amiga 
easy to program, the OS program- 
mers have given us ail two wonderful 
new presents: The ASL library and 
the GadToot library. The ASL, which 
i guess stands for 'Amiga Standard 
Library', provides a common File 
Requestor and Font requestor, As 
you win have no doubt found, every 
program seems to have its own way 
for asking for files. Some requestors 
are great, but unfortunately by no 
means all, Now programmers have 
the option to use a sensible standard 
requestor, and lile should be a little 
easier for all of us. 

Likewise Ihe inclusion of 
GadTools will help to standardise 
and simplify normal gadgets and 
menus, intuition programming is now 
a whole lot simpler, and wUh other 
exu^as such as the IFF f^arse library 
to do all the hard work, the Amiga 
should be- getting a batch of really 
good WorikSench 2-onty programs 
any day now. 

Olher sections include details on 
the Commodities Exchange Library, 
and a special section for those who 
nice to have some incredibly compli- 
cated concept to keep in reserve for 
when they think they know every- 
thing: BOOPSI - the object 
orientated Intuition system. 

In concfusion, the new reference 
manuals are an essenttal purchase 
for programmers. Although pricey, 
the information they contain cannot 
be done without.

The program, which incorporates specially $hot 
video footage, is said by experiericed officers to be 
as near to the atmosphere of a live soccer match 
as it's possible to g«t. Oddly enough, VI STRAIN 
came about because of a rather different Amiga 
progfatn; The Good Duvet Guide! 



DUVEfS 

Ttie Good Duvet Guide was developed l>y the 

National Computing Centre (NCC) tor the House of 
Fraser, and was used in twenty of the company's 
nationwide stores, ii provided point-of-sale help for 



ctistorners interested in buying duvets, as John 
Eary of the NCC explains: T^tot many people know 
ti>e infomation they need before buying a duvet, 
so tend to go for the cheapest This program 
quizzes yoti - in the nicest possible way - ai»ut 
your sleeping habits, then advises you on tfie best 
choice of duvet. Producing this program had given 
us an appreciation of the Amig.a'$ capabilities/ 

Another NCC project had been for London 
tJnderground, whem they pro<Juced a simulator for 
tube drivers, using graphics in a mocl(-up cati. This 
was seen by the Scottish Pofce College (SPC) 
who originally approached NCC about providing a 
similar program to train police dnvers. 

In the GoufBB of the conversation,' says Eary, 
the Manager of NCC's Training Products and 
Services division, 'it came out that they were also 
lootting tor ways of training senior officers in Itie 
techniques of crowd control at footbaii matches. It 
occurred to me that instead of doing this by the 
conventional one-to-one means, you could networtt 
computers together so thai each one would give 
only the view of the oHicer at a particular point in 



the stadium. Obviously the officer-in-ctiarge inside 
the ground can only see certain things happening, 
whiie the otficer-jn-eharge outside the ground has 
a different viewpoint, and a great deal of informa- 
tion is conveyed by radio messages.' 

NO-WAY RADIO 

The difficulty of communicating m this way is 
described by Chief Inspector Peter Willlis of the 
Scottish Police College, who was heavily involved 
in developing Ihe VISTRAIN project, 'At a capacrty 
football match where you've got something like 
50,000 spectators, the atmosphere is noisy to say 
the Jeast, so noisy ihat it maizes exchanging radio 
communications very difficult. And if it's a cup final 
wi^re you've got intense rivalry between sets of 
spectators then the atmosphere can only tie 
descritffld as electric' 

The noise, pressure and atmosphere was sim- 
ply not possible to recreate using conventional 
cla$smom training methods, where officers would 
receive lectures and then be quizzed on their reac-

tions to events. 'You can't recreate that noise and 
atmosphere on a piece of paper,' i/Villis maintains. 
■previous nnelliotls vrere very ciinicai, tiighly int©l|:i' 
genii, but could not teach officers wiiat ii was like to 
react under pressure.' 

VISTRAIN, Video Based Integrated System for 
Training Applk^tiors. was developed jointly by 
NCC and ttie SPC over a period of twerve months, 
a$- part of the 'Technology In Learning' programme 
of the DepartmertI of Employment. The system al 
Tulliailan Castle now comprises four Amiga 2000 
workstations, linked to Sony Laservision vi<li&o disc 
playeT^ w+iicti contain live footage recorded at two 
football matches, tncludlrtg helicopter shots, with 
additional footage shot at the College using stu- 
dents and staff. These four Amigas are further 
linked to an Amiga 3000 workstation, which is 
used t>y the facilitator who runs the exercise, and a 
sixth machin.& in the fomi of a Commodore bridge- 
troard is connected to an audio network which 
records all the personal radio messages for play- 
tjack and analysis during the dsbrlef sessiona after 
'the big match'. 



lUXINGBACK 

'That is often a very revealing exercise for tt>s par- 
ticipants,' Eary $ays, 'There are occasionally 
arguments when orw person says "J told you that" 
and anotl^er one says *No, what you said was,.," 
We can play the tape tiack and e$tat>lisli what was 



said, and this helps officers avoid possibly ambigu- 
ous messages. WJiat is more imponant is that 
afterwards people have a chance to look at things 
from all points of view. They can see what was 
happenirtg wfien a particular message came 
through, while the person giving the radio m-e$sage 
might feam how in fact it was not really conveying 
full information about the events they were wit- 
nessing.' 

Although the match' itself takes place at a 
rnythical Scottish foottKall ground - to avoid giving 
advantage to officers familiar with specific grounds 
- the details are as real as it's possible to he. TTie 
program can sei the size of the expected crown, 
the time at which particular trains are dye to arrive 
and which streets the crowd wifl flow through to 
reach liie ground, There are elements that may or 
may not occur at specific matches, such as sorne- 
or>e suspected of selling forged tickets, while the 
facililatoF can then throw in some n^gue elements: 
the crowd is suddenly mucti larger than expected, 
a train is late, the fans inside the ground get impa- 
tient as the kick off is delayed, or someone throws 
a canister of CS gas. 

SPREADING im MESSAGE 

Chief Inspector Willis points oulthat VISTRAIN 

was not developed as a result of specific incidents 
such as the tragedies of Hlllsbrough or the 
Bradford Fire. Tfia program was on the cards 



before HilCsbrough,' he says. John Eary points out 
that these exercises over-quaJify officers tor deal- 
ing wiih (rouble at matches; This gives them 
experiences beyond anything they're likely to be 

called upon to deal with, so they will be able to 
oope that much better. They'll think "this is 
nowhere near as bad as the simulation was*, We 
haven't yet gone into the English and Welsh 
forces because of the way they're organised. 
They're much more fragmented than itie Scottish 
system, but we've had enquiries from various 
European forces where their problems at the 
moment are, if anything, even worse than our 
own,' 

VISTRAIN has already gone into Europe, as In 
^99^ it won an ETTE (European Training 
Technology Event) Appiication Award for the 
most innovative and cost-effective multimedia 
application of training technology. But Chief 
Inspector Willis should have the last word: 'VIS- 
TRAIN simulates a football match, the 
atmospfiere, the noise levels, it makes speaking 
diffk:ult, it's Just very realistic. And the evaluation 
reports we've had on these exercises confirm that 
tWs Is the case. Officers who have had previous 
experience of oontrotling crowds say that this is 
as close as it's possible to get to the real thing. 
There's no doubt that a program like this is going 
to save lives.'

'his you need to specify the function of the olanets 
fi your empire, some vvould be agricutturai, some 
jvould tie mining for ore«. others would be tor 
defence. Th&n you must aeii your produce la rai;se 
The capital to fund yfour endeavours. If you raise 
'"no ugh you can ertgsge in espionage to find out

I had never used or seen the need for a timebanin 

until recently when f tried to download a rather 
large file and did not have enough time left to do it. 
This is where theTimebank comes in useful. Let's 
say you have loggoO on to a board that allows 45 
mins a day. Vdu use 10 mins. Vou can lodge the 
other 35 in the timebank ready for the time when 
you need it, e.g. when you need to download a 
large file or you have got stuck inio Space Empire 
and you need the time to wipe out a particularly irri- 
tating user. Just withdraw your deposit at the 
Timebank!! 

Selling up is simply a case of telling the BBS 
where to find Timebank. and the benefits to your 
users are great. Happy user = mofet/ipalla, 
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As I said ai the top end ot this article, there are 
mariy many doors available, some good, some not 
so good. Before spending a fortune logging on lo a 
system and downloading every doer in sight, find a 
hoard that has the door you are thinking of running 
an<i look at it from a usere point of view. Ask the 
sysop about settin-g it up. Will it work with your soft- 
ware? Do you need any additional software? Is 
Ihere a support service Or helpline for it? 

Don't be like one sysop I know, though, who 
filled his hafd dnve with so many online games anc 
utilities that he forgot to leave room for *he mes- 
sage bases' 

This just about winos up ^is short series on 
letting up your own BBS. The feedback IVe had 
from the CU Amiga area on Rdo has boon mixed, 
but on the whole very good. Keep those messages 
comkng, let me know what you want to see in the 
column, we at CU have the strange tie lief that you, 
the reader, are important- J have only given a very 
brief outline of wf"iai is needed as ail the programs 
mentioned are very wetl documented, and aside 
from: that, not everyone wanis to use Itie sarr^e sys^ 
tern.

If, 
for some reason, this is not possible, 
pemaps the computer magazines 
could help They could mentior drive 
requirements in their reviews or, 
preferabiy, 'n the same box display- 
ing the game's name and price etc.

Sensibfe 
Soccer and there's many more clas- 
sic games scheduled for release 
before the year is out.

There'll 
always be a place for a decent home 
computer, as it's just a lot more flexi- 
ble and offers so much more. Let's 
hope the new Amigas can keep the 
Hag Hying, as 1 for one am very loyal 
to the machine and have built up a 
large software collection that I'd hate 
lo see go to waste.

SCORE DRAW 

With reference to the Scores on the 

Doors' debate in the July 1992 Issue, 
! agree with your concern about the 
ever-increasing marks being handed, 
out by some mags. But I also think 
that your solution for reducing the 
scores that games receive, by Includ- 
ing originality, is not the answer. 
For example, suppose I have 
decided to purchase a driving game, 
and have been scanning the reviews 
to try and establish which one would 
be 'the best' one to buy. As I cannot 
try any game before I buy them, I can 
only rely on the results ot the various 
reviews in the Amiga magazines. If I 
were to do that, then i would assume 
that since Lotus 2 scored higher than 
Jsgusj, then it must he the better 
game, whereas you state that it is 
only better because it came out first, 
and that really Core's Jaguar was tar 
superior! 

In my opinion, the whole scoring 
system is basically unsound. By 
choosing to quote the score as a per- 
centage, you are implying any game 
has been compared to a perfect 
example ol its type, and scored 
accordingly. This cannot be true as 
no-one knows what makes a perfect 
game. It is quite possible that ^ncfy 4 
will be even better than Uof±ey 2. If 
that is the case, how much will you 
award the game this time round. I 
would suggest a different approach 
to the assessment of games which 
would still present the reader with the 
chance to decide which game he 
wants to spend his money on, whilst 
still grading it against others to per- 
suade publishers to Improve their 
wares. 

Why dont you adopt a two-tier 
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grading sysiam, tfie fli^ assessing 
each asped of Hie software, ttie sec- 
OTHj keeping a league table so that 

relative merits and demerits could be 
as&essed by poientiai buyers? For 
^xampfe, if \ were to assess a partic- 
ular garrse, tliis might be my 
submi^on:

something badly enough. 
Commodore couldn't really bang 
their corporate drum when the 
machine was jaunched and admit 
that a price reduction was on ttie 
cards in the very near future - 
nolDody would have bought It! 
You've got to feel sorry for tfite 
Bmall Independent retailers, too, 
who a ISO got ca ught out. Ma ny "^ 
had already bought stock for this 
Christmas so few will benefit from 
the price drop unless sales dra- 
matically Increase as a result. Still, 
In the long term, I thini* we've got 
to applaud Commodore for gritting 
their te«th and slashing the price 
o( their lead machine in response 
to the duel threat of cheaper PCs 
and the booming Consols market. 
The £399 price point has been 
almost sacred to Commodore for 
the last few years, and to lop off 
CtOO In one go ts a falriy dramatic 
gesture on their part. 



I have noticed how certain maga- 
zines have, within the last & months, 

started giving away full cornmercial 
utility packages on their coverdisks. 
In all this time none of the main com- 
puter organizations have ever 
complained. 

What a far cry to when the same 
was tried with games! Then, as you 
may remember, a successfui cam- 
paign ensured such actions were 
made illegal. Yet, as other people 
have said, there is p:roof that these 
covemiounted games did not harm 
the industry as much as we were led 
to believe. 

Look at Kid Gloves, for example. 
It still sold extremely well in the 
Budget charts even after being dis- 
tributed on the cover of Amiga Power 
magazine. 

Having failed with games, some of 
the mags are trying the same with 
utilities and - for now, at least - have 
tieen having a smoother ride. I won- 
dered if there IS a strategy behirwJ 
this? In these troubled times not too 
many people can afford El 00+ on the 
latest utilities and if they can buy 
them on a magazine at under a fiver 
they wili. Thus they receive a wider 
audience and. in theory, a greater 
quantity of worthwhile stuff will be 
produced with them. 

in turn, the PD libraries, maga- 
zines and commercial publishers are 
flooded with new (utility created) titles 
which leads to more chotce for the 
Am^-owning public. In short, every- 
body wins. Ii'our views on this Subject 
will, as ever, be gratefully appreci- 
ated.

Ideally, I'd like to go back to 
putting games on tfre coverdisks 
again as well, but ELSPA are 
refusing to budge on this point. 
Ridiculously, we even copt a 
telling off for putting Pod on l«st 
month's disk. Although It had 
been especially commissioned by 
us from Shaun Southern, ELSPA 
still felt obliged to slap our wrists 
as the game had originally 
appeared on the C&4. This game 
was never likely to appear on the 
Amiga and I honestly thought we 
were doing everyone a favour fay 
putting It on the disk. How wrong 
you can be.

CD PMCE WAR? 

Now that Commodore have finally 
released ^e A570, I wonder if we 
can expect to see the high cost of 
Cd discs to come down. Since the 
launch of the COTV, disc prices 
have been astronomically high and 
have probably put off many people 



buying a system. 

I really cannot see any justifica- 
tion for the high cost of CDs. Let's 
face it, if a game comes on two or 
more conventional floppies, then the- 
oretically at least, a CD should be the 
cheaper alternative. CD discs can be 
pressed for as little as 59 pence 
these days whereas, a floppy costs 
roughly 30 pence per disk. OKay, so 
you could argue economy of scale, 
but I think a lot of Amiga owners will 
either take advantage of the CDTV 
upgrade offer or buy ihe A570. 
Hopefully, if this is the case and CD 
sales take off. we can expect the 
price of CD-based software to nose- 
dive, it may be a pipe-dream, but i 
hope it happens.

First off. let'?; take a look at the tectinoiogv.'price 
ratio. Many iiave commented that the price of the STe 
and the Amiga 500Plus/600 are too filgii when com- 
pared to 386PCs, This rnay, on the face of it, l>e tnj«. For 
a iong time. Atari ard CBM had the best tiooie comput- 
ers on the market - stereo sound, wonrterfiil grapNcs, 
bUtlef chips eic, and a price most people could attord. 
Hovi/ever, P€^ have to a certain eKTent caugitit up and 
eveh in some cases surpassed the proprietary systems 
Jrom Atarj and CBM. This Is because of the fallina price 
ot ffitel procesEOfs and because the PC world tatched 
onto the concept of multimedia, lorclng the giants to 
incorporate better sound ^ncf graphic capabilities Into 
ihe basic design, it is now possible to pick up a decefit 
SeeSX 25MHz, ^Mb RAM. 52Mb Hard Disk. 1 AAm 
floppi' drive and S-VGA ntonitorfor under ClOOOf 

A similar paclago on the Amiga antf life STe would 
also costaliout ElOOO but wnlbout the monrlor. So t^ie 
O'hvtous thing to do would be lo cut the price ot ttie STe 
and Amigas. figiit? Wfong. Unfortunately, these two 
companies suffer Irom ecorromies of scale - ihey would 
hav'e to sell tar more units to be able to bring the prices 
down. Sjre. you could argue chicken and egg. tfiat low 
prices would bring more sales and thus eventually not 
only would Atari and CBM regain the lost inargin bul 
also have h)gher revenues and bigger profits, but v/n are 
hrmiy in a depression (not a recession, folks!). What if 
the vast increase In f>a!es doesn't happen? Would you 
take sucli a gamble? Mo. of course you vi^ouidn't. So the 
price of the units wil! not decrease by any oreat amoum, 
certainly not like the fall m PC prices. 

However, if you look at the software, this is where 
great savings can he made. How many decent WP. OTP. 
spreadsheets or data-bases below E150 are there lor the 
PC? Not many. Then looik at the vast selection ot PD and 
shareware for the Amiga and STe. Much of it Is belter 
ihan many off-the-shelf PC products* And I should know 
- one of my tunctions used to be evalualing new 
Droducts. 

The next point is iliat the sound and graphics capa- 
bilities of (he PC has ovenaken the STe and ihe Amiga. 
M wait,, what's this, new Atari and Amiga product wilh 
new screen resolutions? What's more, the new 
machines have supposedly better-than-CD-Quallty 
sound, DgP chips fitethe MeXT uses) and the good old 
Motorola cbip vvhlch, incldently. Is specifically designed 
■■"; handle comftle?; graphics unlike the Inlei thip. 



Well, what about speed differentiai? Speed is a fal- 
lacy, folks. It's one ot the few concepts computer 
salesmen understand and that's what they push. They 
don't mention (he ease of use (lial Ihe Amigas and STs 
have (Windows? Don't maice me laugb!}, and therefore 
all that time saved through faster understanding of how 
to Vi/ork both the computer and the softv/are. They also 
don't mention the versatility ol the machine. Could a nor- 
mal 386SX etfeciively splice music and video together, 
and so easily that my dad coult) learn how to do it in a 
day? 1^0- actually, it couldn't - not without extremely 
expensive modifications! The fastest machine In the 
world is usiess if Ihe user has to consuit the manuat 
evciry half hour. 

So. siven thai we've effectively argued the pricing 
and technology issues away, what stiould CBM and Alari 
be worried about? 

Ouiie simply, the superior marl(eting forces oi the PC 
comapnies. They've got It sussed, and both Atari and 
CBM have their heads In the sand if they think the odd 
TV advert at Cbrlsimasis going to v/ln them a significant 
share In ihe market. When il comes to cnstomer^ela- 
tlons. let's be polite and say that the two companies are 
lacking. And how about a decent upgrade policy for 
those wlio aren't alraid of new lechnology and make the 
initial invEsttineiits? WAKE UP!! Voij need Its look atter 
the people who bDugtit the STe and CDTV v^ile Ihe 
teething troubles were sorted out - at least otter them 
the chance to have a cheap upgrade! 

Botb CBM and Atari need to wofk closely '^«iih (he 
developers, especially with ttardwafe manutactiirers like 
hard disk developers, and see about bringing lower 
prices to (hose areas. 

There's one pther thing that the two might like to 
consider. This is a radical suggestion and I knov/ It could 
never happen, tm why don't CBM and Atari ioin forces 
and produce a joint platform? Even better, a joint plat- 
form that Is compatible with both the Atari and Amiga 
software ot today! And yes. I know all the STe-enclusive 
users are saying we rton't need CBM and all the CBM- 
Bxclusive useis are saying what could Atari possibly 
bring lo the party? WeH guys, take a closer look at the 
STe and the Amiga 500 Plus - there am't much differ- 
ence (altbough the games software development on the 
Amiga plattorm is ahead of the STe it has to be said!}. 
Take a look at the Falcon, the A3D0O, the TT and the 
CD1\I. AM e>:eellent products, all technological dreams, 
all destined for Ihe also-ran pile unless Atari and CBM'do 
something drastic to steat li'te momentum from the PC.

I don't know the CQTV's 
exact loading spe«d, but 
it's slower than a decent 
hard drive and a bif faster 
than floppy diak. 
Essentia lly, th« CPTV is an 
Amiga with a high capacity 
CD ptayer; Its graphics are 
exactly the same as the 
ASOO's. However, thanks to 
the masaive storage 
capacity of the disks, ther^ 
is the potential for graf)h- 
Ics that would have proved 
too expensive in terms of 
dish space for an A&OO. 

The CDTV has one Meg 
of chip RAM, Internally 
expandable tp two. 1 don't 
foresee this causing any 
problems that don't 
already exist on the ASOO. 

Its processor runs at 
7,1 4MHz, the same sp^ed 
as that of an ASOO Plus 
(whose operating system \\ 
shares). 

YoM can use ordirtary 
in Ice and Joysticks with the 
CDTV, and there are a 
tange of additional periph- 
erals such as monitors, 
disk drives and keyboards 
available for it:, letting you 
turn it back into an ASOO! 
Alternatively you can con- 
nect it to en ASOO using ai 
PD program called Parnet. 

It's trya that 
Commodore did seam to 
forsake their die- herd com- 
puter users by trying to 
pitch the CDTV as some- 
thing it wasn't. In my 
opinion, this has rightly 
backfired on them because 
the ordinary public weren't 
Interested in it, and com- 
puter retailers felt 
betrayed. 

Many compuief users 
are bored with hearing the 
CDTV talked at>out in 
almost reverent tones, not 
to mention the comically 
tate CD-ROM drive. Many 
have perhaps come to sus- 
pect that, based on the 
currently avaliable crop of 
software {Fred Fish

A hard drive works in a 
very similar way to a 
floppy drive, except tfw 
cf Isks are not removable. A 
floppy disk is made of flex- 
ible plastic coated with 
various ferrous alloys. 
When they spin inside tfw 
drive, a tiny reodMrite 
fwad actually touches the 
surface of tfie disk and 
information is transferred 
to or from the disk. A hard 
disk la made of rigid mate- 
rial, often aluminium, and 
again has a ferrous coat- 
ing. Unlike a floppy disk, 
the read/write heads don't 
actually touch the surface 
of the disk. Instead they 
float above the disics on a 
cushion of air narrower 
than a smoke particle. 
Because tdtey don't touch 
the disks, they can spin 
taster, and information can 
be transferred mgre 
quickly. Often hard drives 
contain many disks 
stacked on top of each 
other, each with their own 
individual readMr^te 
heads. Generally speaking, 
the higher the capacity of a 
hard drive, the more disks 
It has. 

The main advantage of 
a hard disk is its increased 
speed and storage capac- 
ity. This is useful to games 
players as well as evefy- 
one else, but unfortunately 
the majority of arcade 
games can't be transferred 
onto hard disi(, although 
moat worthwhile strategy 
and adventure games can. 

You couldn't back-up 
some games because they 
were probably copy pro- 
tected, i,e, made back-up 
proof. There are commer- 
cial copiers which will 
allow you to make back-up 
copies, but their use la 
frowned upon by the 
games industry. If one of 
your disks should become 
damaged, most games 
companies will replace It 
for a small fee {between 
three and five pounds).

Having said 
that, Word Perfect doe& \n 
fact have a specifJc driver 
for your printer, and would 
presumably render the 
best results-

Pascal was not designed tor 
writing games, but then nei- 
ther was Cor Basic. 
However, the Amiga was 
designed as a games 
machine and consequently 
extensions have been made 
to all three languages on the 
Amiga, Few programmers 
who have experienced 
Pascal (or C for that matter}, 
would consider going back to 
Basic. Therefore his choice 
boils down to Pascal or C, 

As John is familiar with 
Pascal aiready, he might like 
to consider buying 
Highsp&gd Pascal from 
Hisoft, whk:h is as powerful 
as any of the commerciaJ C 
compilers. The only problem 
that he w&ukJ encounter with 
Pascal is that, to date, ail the 
examples given in text books 
are aimed towards C pro- 
grammers, and are therefore 
wrttteni in that language 

His other alternative »s to 
buy SASor Aztec C. and 
team a whole new language. 
As John is already familiar 
with Pascal, he Shoukln'1 
have much trouble using C 
instead.

II John is 
reading, hopefully your let- 
ter will enable him to make 
a more Irtformed decision. 
To a certain exiterit, 1 still 
stand by my original com- 
ments. Although Pascal 
may have been adapted for 
use on the Amiga, it l$n't 
designed with iarge-scale 
bitmaps or sound samples 
in mind. 

You yourself made a 
more Important observa- 
tion though. John may 
atready bs fafiiillar with 
Pascal, but the Amiga Is 
geared towards C and 
68000 machine code. Thana 
is a wealth of tutorial mate- 
rial availably for these two 
languages, and even 
Microsoft Basic and AMOS 
Basic are fairly well cov- 
ered. As most 
programmers seem tc 
agree, the difficulty with 
learning new tanguages on 
the Amiga Is not in master- 
ing the language itself, but 
rather in how it interacts 
with the Amiga's 
immensely complex inter- 
nal architecture. 




Perhaps John could 
persevere and write his 
football game using 
Pascal, but he'll find it r>eBr 
impossible to locate other 
Amiga Pascal games pro- 
grammers to help him find 
his way around. 

At the end of the day, 
ttiere is notxidy, to my 
knowledge, using Pascal 
to program Amiga games, 
arcade or ott\erwiss.

Far from being a stupid 
question, your problem is 
In fact one of the most 
eornmonly encountered by 
people who are not familiar 
with the way that Shelf and 
CLI works. 

Everv command that 
you type Into the CLI win- 
dow has to be loaded from 
the Workbench disk first 
Therefore, if you insert 
another disk, then type a 
command such as DIR 
expecting it to be per- 
formed on the new disk, 
you're in for a disappoint- 
ment. CLI will ask for the 
Workbench disk to ioad 
ttie command, and will 
UBuatiy perform the com- 
mand upon the Workttench 
disk. 

There are two ways 
around this problem. The 
first is to refer to the disk 
you want the command 
performed on by name. For 
eKample, supposing you 
want to find out the con- 
tents of a disk called 
FRED. Simply type LIST 
FRED; <return>. Notice the 
colon {;) after the disk 
name This is crucial 
because it tells AfnigaDOS 
that this Is tfte name of a 
disk, and not a directory 
(drawer) of the current 
device. The computer will 
still ask for the Workbench 
disk so that it can load the 
List command, but It will 
thten ask you to insert the 
ctlsk calied FRED, and per- 



form your command as 
expected. 

The other alternative Is 
to copy all of the recfulrMl 
commands into RAM: 
(memory) and assign them 
so that the computer no 
longer needs to load them 
from disk. Suppb^ you 
want to use the DtR com- 
matKl on another disk, type 
COPY C/DIR TO RAM: 
<relurn> COPY C/ASSIGN

There is rw physical dam- 
age that you can do to an 
Amiga which will make It 
more vulnerable to viruses, 



because they're software 
based and have nothing to 
do with the condition of 
your computer. The fact 
that the previous awr>er 
fiddled around with the 
disk drive leads me to 
think that either the heads 
were damaged by whatever 
liquid hn spilt onto the 
computer, or that they 
were already deterioretlng. 

tt'e quite possible that 
he has worsened the situa- 
tion by fiddling because 
thie drives are not some- 
thing that users should 
attempt to fix unless they 
know what they're doing. 

So far asi can s^«, 
there are three possibili- 
ties: 1, The drive heads are 
diriiy, either as a raault of 
spilling liquid onto thiem, 
or simply through natural 
wear and tear. If this is the 
ease, a head cleaner may 
rectify tfw problem. You 
can buy these for a couple 
of pounds from most (com- 
puter shops 

2. The heads have 
become misaligned. You 
can buy alignment kits, but 
unless you're experienced, 
I suggest you get an expert 
to do the job for you. 

3. Some other part of 
the input/output (l/Q) cir- 
cuitry has tieen damaged 
by the liquid. In this case 
you'll definitely r^eed to get 
your computer looked at. 

In reference to the f la>sh- 
ing Caps Lock light, it's 
supposed to flash briefty 
wfwn you turn the com- 
puter on. The type of 
probiema that we wore dis- 
cussing eariier all result In 
the tight continuing to 
ftash for the whole time 
that the computer is 
switched on. I shouldn't 
worry about thts. As for 
you betng unatile to type, 
the only suggestion that I 
fuive is that you haven't 
selected the text 
requesters before typing. 
Move the pointer into the 
requester where you have 
to enter the text, then 
press the left mouse but- 
ton. You should now be 
able to type as normal. 

Amiga repairs are caus'

Although it would Seem 
that the answer to your 
problem is straightforward, 
the fact that two-digit 
Escape codes are the 
ones that don't work the 
mg^t frequently makes me 
wonder... 

In the first llrw of your 
example, you have used 
what is known as a 'Basic 
Control Code' to activate 
cor>densed {17CPI) print- 
ing. Ttie mnemonic tor this 
Is simply Si, or 1 5 In deci- 
mal. In the second 
example, you then try to 
give the &ame decimal 
numt»r preceded by the 
decimal equivalent of an 
Escape Code. Although I 
don't know the full Control 
Code listing for the Star 
LC2DD, I'm 99% certain that 
there's no such code, or 
Indeed any escape 
Sequence Codes that use a 
value of less than 32 In the 
second position. 

What rm getting at is 
the fact that you're mixing 
two different types of 
code; there's no such 
instruction as ESC SI, SI is 
an instruction all on its 
own. Whilst it's true that 
Escape Codas usually con- 
sist of two or three sets of 
digits (when converted into 
decimal as you are doing) 
a more usual example

Simply open preferences 
and move the screen dis- 
play gadget until you're 
satisfied. 

There are some Amiga 
screen modes which can 
place parts of the display 
completely out of sight. 
Overscan and severe over-

ft depends on the level of 
mathematical notation you 
need to input. There is an 
Amiga font called Symbol 
which contains a lot of 
mathematical synn<bols 
such as Pi, Radians, Theta 
and so on. However, if 
you're doing more 
advanced stuff this may 
not be adequate. 

As I understand It, the 
problem with mathematical 
rwtstion Is not one of find- 
ing a suitable font, but 
rarther of finding a package 
that will lay them out pro- 
fessionally. You could, of 
course, try loading the font 
into a word processor 
such as i/Vordworth or 
Penpal. Tf you have any 
DTP packages, there are 
Typet and Compugraphlo 
versions of the Symbol 
font available for them too. 

If you ever become very 
rich, you may be interested 
to fearn about a profes- 
sional mathematical 
typesetting program called 
AtnigaTsx. If memory 
serves. It costs nt least a 
couple of hundred pounds 
and has tieen designed by 
and for graduate level 
mathematicians.

GOING STRONG! 

Even if i^ou have no musical t-alent, you can still 
make music with Oc(aM&d Pro. All you need is 
some sheet musfc and a bit of time, Although 
much compiJter music nowadays I& entered using 
numl>ers and letters, more conv$ntionat forms of 
musical notalion have b&en in use since as early 
as tfie year 3000 BC. The current system of bars, 
notes and staves is often referred to as 'traditional 
notation'. In actuai tad, traditionat notation origi- 
nated in the 1 1th c&ntury AD, and was not refined 
into its present form until the siirteenth century. 
Nevertheless, it remains one of the most descrip- 
tive and expressive ways of representing music, 
and has t>6coime the universally accepted lan- 
guage for recording! musicaf ideas on paf>0r,. 

Traditional notation is very simple to under- 
stand. Although there are hundreds of rules, words 
and symbols available, only a minute percentage 
of them are needed to create mLtsic. 

MT NAME 15 BOND... 
JAMES BOND 

The best way to learn is by doing it for yourself, so 
let's get on with a piece of music IVe ctnosen ttie 
openingi two tsars from the James Bond theme, 
which I've selected because the tune is both sim- 
ple and easily recognisable. 

Before we can enter any notes you're going to 
have to load an instnjment and you sfiould know 
how to do that by now, so load 'pulsevibt ' from the 
Synthsounds directory on the OetaMed Pro disk 
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we gave you bacl< in July, Now click on the 

notation icon in the options palette (if S tfie 
second one from the top on the right- 
hand side). 



The notalion window should now fill tile 
main part of the screen. The white bar edi- 
tor runs from left to right across this window, 
and it OMitains an empty bar ready for you to 
enter some music At the top lefl of ihis window, 
you'll see the number 000, which is the equivalent 
line number in the main editing window to the first 
note in the bar. 

Immediately beneath the line number, ther* are 
two sets of staves (five lines each). Each lihe and 





space in the stave represents a note. At the start of 

the top stave, you can see a curly symbol.. This is 
called the treble clef, and if you look closely, you'll 
see thai it loops around the second line of the staff 
(staff and stave mean the same thing incidentally). 
The treble clef always loops around the note G 
(above middle C), and it denotes ttie pitch of all 
notes placed on the staff in wtiieh it appears The 
tower stave starts with a figure that looks like an 
incomplete number '9' with two dots after it. It's 
called the bass clef, and in this case^ the two dots 
always straddle the note F (t>elow middle C)- It 
also denotes the pitch of any notes placed upon its 
■Stave. If you know your music theory, you will know 
thatttie lines on the treble clef (starting with the 
bottom line), are equivalent to 4ie notes E, G, B, D, 
F, whilst ttie ones on the bass clef are equal to the 
notes G, B. D, F, A, For now, suffice it to say that 

notes placed on 
the bass clef will 
sound lower in 
pitch than those 
placed on the tre- 
ble clef, in addition 
to the notes that 
fall on lines anct 
spaces, there are 
extra ones known 
as sharps and Rats. On a piano keyboard, these 
are ttie black keys. You can think of shaip and flat 
notes as modified versions of the normal notes. In 
music notation, they are indicated by placing a 
small sharp or flat symbol in front of the note to be 
played. 
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After the clefs, you'll see the number 
4/4, and this is called tie time signature. 
It's used to specify ttie number of 
beats per bar. 
After the time signature, you witi 
see a Hiick tilack vertical bar. This is the 
editing sthp, and it shows you where any 
notes will be placed when you enter them, 
You can mowe it both left and right using the cur- 
sor keys. 

THE CONTROL ICONS 

Below the bar editor, there are loads of icons 
wfiich (etyou perform different actions. There are 
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fpve notes and fjve rests available to you! from a 
semi-quaver to a semi-breue. The shape of the 
note indicates how long it will play for, wilb each 
one lasting twice as long as the one to its right. A 
semi-quaver is the shortest note, being equtvalent 
to one line of music in the main editing window. 
At the right of the notation window, there are 
ttiree sets of track controllers, labelled 'Show 
Tracks', 'Ghost Tracks* and "Sel. Track'. These are 
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used to specify the type and amount of information 
that you will be shown in the bar editor as you cre- 
ate your song, Beskle each labet, there are 16 

Ijones, hexadeclmaily numbered 0-F, and these 
represent each of the tracks that you may choose 
to view or edis. By default, aii 16 possible tracks 
are shown simultaneously in the bar editor. Apart 
from the fact that most songs can only use four or 
eight tracks (unless you're using MIDI), you'll soon 
realise that having that many tracks on display can 
be awfully confusing. In this case, you have two 
options: you can either turn a track off entirely, by 
clicking on its number in the 'Show Tracks' or 
'Ghost tracks' display, or you can ghosl It, 
G'hosting means that whilst the notes in the 
selected track will still be vislbie, they will be pale 
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grey, and thus much les* intrusive. The bottom 
row {Select Track) is used to chaos© the track that 
you want to work on, so click '0'. Underneatti ttie 
Select Track gadget, you'll see a small gadget 
labelled Sig:, Beside this ga<lgel, there is a rvumbef 
0, minus and plus symtHJJs and sharp arvd flat sym- 
bols. Ensure 
that the sharp 
symbol i$ 
selected (H 
looks like a 

wonky hash sign [#]). then click on the plus sym- 
twi. As you tto so, the number should change to 
a 1, and i'.n the bar editor you should seo two sharp 
symbols appear just In front of the time- signatures. 
We have just set the key 
signature for our tune. If 
you look closely at the 
sharp symbols, you1f 
notice that both straddle 
the note F, This means 
(hat unless otherwise spec- 
ified, every time the note F 
is played, H should be 
sharpened (played one 
semi-tone highef). This has 
the same effect as printing 
a shaip symbol in front of every single occurrence 
of the note F. 




in the bar editor. 
Press the left mouse 
button and, keeping it 
pressed, move your 
cursor up and down 
over the staves- If you look 
underneath tti© left-hand end of the rest palette, 
you should see the name of the current note 
changing as you move the cursor. When you've 
finished checking out the way that the notes work, 
move the note outside the black editing bar and 
release the mouse button- 
Now look at the short piece of music listed 
below: 
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You'll see that it Is spilt into a l^tass and melody 
part; the bass is. of course, represented by the 
notes on the bass staff, whilst the melody is repre- 
sented by the notes on the treble staff. 

THE BASS 

We'll start with the bass staff because that's the 
easiest. Select a crotchet from the note palette and 
move the cursor into the editing strip. Holding the 
left button down, Slide the cursor up and down until 
you see the note 9-1 selected. [Please note that S 
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Turn editing on by clk;king the letter E in the 
major status bar, ttien go to the note palette and 
select a quaver [theBeoond note from the right).

Your cursor stiould change Into a quaver. Now 

place your cursor anywhere inside the editing strip 
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may be shown as H in your version of OctaMed, If 
this is the case, click Misc in the options palette, 
then in the window that opens click H->B.) 

'When B-1 appears, release the mouse button. 
and VOiia, our first note is positioned! Notice thai 
the editing strip moves along the bar ready for the 
next note. No* enter the next three notes in ttw 
san>e way. Remember to insert the notes in ihe 
editing strip. Unless otheiwise told, every note that 
you enter should be in ihe key signature specified 
at the start of the song. In this case, only the note 
F should be sharpened. As you enter the fourth 
note, you'H see that the current bar is moved out of 
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sight and a blank new one has replaced it. 

Now look at the music again. Notice that the 
first note in the second bar has a sharp symbol in 
front of it (tt\e note is C sharp). This is known as an 
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accidental, Accidentals are any notes which do not 
fit within the current key signature, Entef the first 
two notes of this bar (C Sharp, E}, If you now look 
at the third note in the bar, you'll notice that it's 
preceded by a new symbol, called a natural. As 
you've probabSy guessed, the natural symbol 
means play ttie note without sharpening or flatten- 
ing it. Now you might be asking why the note of C 
needs a natural symbol in front of it, when C Is nat- 
ural in the current key signature anyway? Ttie 
answer is quite simple; remember that sharpened 
C at the beginning of the bar? The Shairp symtwi 
does more than simply sharpen a single note. It 
affects every other C past that point, until the end 
of the bar, and this is the reason why the second C 
had to be naturalised. Bearing this in mind, enter 
the remaining two notes in the bass staff. 

Okay, so that's ftie bass staff entered. You can 
listen to the tune if you like. When you've heard 
enough (it shouldn't take long! J, move the editing 
strip right back to the beginning of our tune so that 
It's on the first note (line number 000 should be 
visible in the top left comer of the tar editor). 
We're ready to enter the melody of our tune now. 



Activate track 1 by clksking on the Sel. Track: 1 
gadget As yon dick on the number 1, number 
will be de-selected. Notice that the bass track is 
now ghosted. Looking at the first tew notes of the 
melody^ you'll see that they consist of different 
symbols to the crotchets we've been using so far. 
However, they shouldn't cause you a problem 
because they are all available in the note palette. 
Enter ttne first four notes in exactly the same way

as you did when you were ent^nng the bass, 
Remember itiat every oceurertce of the ncrte F 
should be sharpened. A$ yov eriter the notes, 
you'll see that the editing strip doesnl move as far 
as it did when you were enterjng crotchets. This is 
because the editing strip moves in reJation to the 
duration of (he note you're entering. In other 
words, if you enter a long note, ihe editing strip will 
move a long way, and it you endar a shorter note, it 
wori't move as far. 

If you look at the fifth and sijrth notes in the tre- 
ble clef (two quaver F sharps), you'll notice that 
they're ioined together by a curved line. This is 
called a tie. and it indicates that you need to play 
the two rwles as HI Ihey were only one longer rrate. 
Look at the note palette and you'H see that a 
crotchet is twice as long as a quaver [it's situate<t 
to the quaver's left). In ihis case, b&cause we have 
to play two quavers as one note, it's actually easier 
to enter a single crotchet instead. Bearing that in 
mind, you shoukJ now be able to finish both bars of 
th$ melody. 

When you've finished therr, the bars should 
look like thiB 
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TO RECAP 

Let's round off by reviewing a few basic rules of 
music notation. 

Staflis/Staves - The staff consists of riwe paral- 
lel lines. Notes can be placed on the line^ or the 
spaces between them. The lines and spaces of a 
staff have no specific pitdi until a def is placed 
upon ihetn. The two most commonly used clefs 
are the basd clef (sometmes- known as the F clef), 
and the treble def (sometimes known as a G clef). 
When a treble clef is placed on a staff, the lines of 
the staff [reading from bottom to top) represent the 
fdlowing nrotes: E, Q, B, D and F. When a bass 
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def is placed upon a staff, the lines represent the 
notes Q, a. D, F and A, 

Notes - Notes are represented by a series of 
symbols which primarily describe duration. These 
symbols only take on a specific pitch when placed 
on a staff that also contains a clef. There are six 
basic r>oie durations: senni breve (longest), minim, 
crotchet. Quaver, semi-quaver, derni-semi-quaver, 
Most modem music doesn't use demi-semi-qua- 
vers, and Oc/aMecf doesn't support them. Each 
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note Is worth half as much or double the value of 
the next highest or lowest one in the sequence. 
Sometimes notes have a dot after them, this 
increases ttieir duration by 50 percent, i.e. a dotted 
quaver is worth one and a half times the duiration 

of an undotted one 
If another dot is 
added, this 
increases ihe dura- 
tion of the note by 
75 percent. In Hie- 
ory you can add 
dots infinitely [i.e. 
three dots = 87.5% , 
etc) but In practice 
if S rare to see a 
note witti two dots 
and incredibly rare 
to see one with 
three. 

Sometimes, two 
notes of equal pitch 
are Jdned together by a symbol known as a tie. 
When this occurs, the notes are played as one, 
with the duration being equal to Ihe combined 
duration of both notes. Thiere is no limit to the rtum- 
ber of notes which may be tied together, bul It's 
generally more practical to siffliply use a note of 
longer duration when iots of smaller notes would 
otherwise be tied together. 

If two notes of unequal pitch appear to be tied 
together, it's called a slur. When ihis happens, you 
should try to slide smoothly from one note lo the 
other, without a definite pause between the two. 
You can use OciaMgCfs slide feature to help with 
this. 

It you are Interested in finding out more aboul 
musical notation. The Associated Board of the 
Royal Schools of Music publish an excellent refer- 
ence book called 'Rudiments and Theory of Music', 




It contains music theory topics ranging from the 
names and durations of notes right up to analysis 
ot harmonic progression. 

Although it's designed to be used In conjunction 
with fomnal music hjition, it makes a harvdy dictio- 
nary of musical terms and notation. Better yet, it 
only costs about £2.00 and should be available 
from all good music shops. 
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If you want to jazz up your 
samples with some realtime 
effects or merely want to add 
some reverb or echo, then 
Tony Horgan is here to tell you 
how it's done on the cheap... 




IN FUU iFFECr 

Whelhef i1 be in wildlit© documerrtaries, rock 
anthems, techno I2"s, radki jingles or fUm scones, 
dighal effects are everywhere, especially now that 
digital signal processors srB relatlveliy chaap. 
OcpB, there's tlvat word again; relatively. That 
means cheaper than tefore, but still expensive 
enough to leave a hefty crater in your bank tial- 
ance. Don't ctespair, though, we'll soon have you 
raverberattng into the small hours, without having 
to spend a penny (Tiemember. CU Amiga is always 
flfi&l for bladder-control tips) , 

THI EAST ROim 

The obvious place to start is the EFFECTS mem 
of your sampling software. As well as ihe essential 
volume fade feature, any sampling package worth 
its salt should have at least another two effects on 
otter. Echoes and phasens are ttie most common, 
and getting the hang of these is just a matter of 
experimentation. You can't reaHy go wrong with 
them in most situations, but there are occasions 
when you should use them with care, 

Echoes on drum loops can be very effective, 
b-ut they can also t>e disastrous. The thing to 
remember here is to Keep the echoes in time with 
the beat, otherwise you'll end up with an awful 
mess ot bangs and crashes. Phased loops can 
&pri4ce up a soundtrack, but if yoy just phasa the 
whole sample in one go, you'll get an audible jump 
whan you loop back to the start. To get the phase 
running smoothly, affect the first half of your sam- 
ple, then reverse the phase settings (Invert the 
flange depth and length values) and affect the sec- 
ond halt of the sound. 

Maytse you fancy a different kind of echo effect.

How about an ecjno that leads into the sound, 
rattier than out of tt? (t's axtremely sassf to do. AJI 
you do is reverse rtie sample before you echo li 
Thon turn the sampJe back round the right way, 
ancf now your sample fades in Fiom the tront with a 
kind of crescendo effect. 

MAHUAL PHASING 

ff you don't have a phas«r function available, you 
Csan still come up with the same effect using the 
mix option. Copy the sample^ then tiighlight the 
wave from just after the start, right lo the end. Now 
mix the copy of the sample back onto the originai. 
This combines two identicaJ sounds Into one, with 
a slight delay on the second sound, if you've done 
it right, youTl get a phaser effect, ff yoa put too 
much delay on the second sound, you'll get an 
echo. The Jength of the gap that you put between 
the two depends on the rate of your sample. 
Samples at higher rales need a bigger delay, arvd 
vice versa. 

By altering the defay for pha^ controls), you 
can produce a series of samples, each of which is 
phased slightly nwre or less than the nest. This 
can be partfculariy handy for dmm sounds, You 
can then sequence your sounds In order so that 
you get a smooth wash across your high hat line, 
for example. 



Strangely enough, 1 can'l rememb«r coming 
across a sampler that can put reverti on a sampte. 
Reverti (or reveibe ration to gjve it its full name) fs 
similar to an echo, but more subtle, giving the 
impression that the sound fs teing pfayed in a 
large hall or church. If^s used on just about every 
song you'll hear on the radio, maJnly on vocals, 
and also on dmm sounds in ambient house ignes 
and slushy balJards. Alternatively you can use a bit 
of reverb to^ smooth out an abrupt end to a sample. 

Even though wo hav&i't got a revert> function, 
we can recreate it with a sfmpie cut and paste job, 
Copy the end portion of the sample, add some 
workspace after the sample to make room for the 
reverb, and paste the part you copied onto the end 
of the sample. Now zoom in and highlight the sec- 
tion you've just pasted down, and change its 
volume to about 20% of maisimum. Primitive as it 
may seem, it wortts exlremefy well, 

mACKERFX 

So far. we've just tieen working with the sample 
editor. Once you gel Into MED or Protracker, a 
whole new array of options open up, 

The trouble with putting echoes and reverb on 
Ihe samples themselves is that the affected sam- 
ples are bigger and so take up more memory. This 
isn't a probtem If you ae\\y have a short echo, but if 
you want a good tong one you could end up with a 
sampie two or three times the size of the original 
The alternative is to simulate the effect rn your 
sequencer 

With some sounds, you can get away with 
using a single track, At ttie point where the sound 
ends, cue It again, but at about 20% of the original 
volume for reverb effects. While this worita for 
most short instrument sounds, yoy might have to 
alter the technique somewhat for longer samples. 
In ihis case, you'll need a spare track on whhch you 
can cue your echo (the same sound played more 



quietly), That way, Jt you've got a 10-sec- 

ond sample you can still put in an ecf>o 
before the main sound has ended. 

RiALTIMEFX 

These days, most sampli^ng 

software offers a considerable 

range of realtime effects. Instead 

of manipulating samples in mem- 
ory, the computer can now 

mimic a professional effects 

processor, listening to the ^ 

incoming sound through ^ij, 

the sampler cartridge, 

and sending out its affected version 

through the stereo phono sockets, ft 

does this without any detectable 

H:felay, resulting in the temn 'real- 

time' fx, ^_ 

For standard game or 
demo tunes, ttiis isn't of any use, as you can't run 
the effects at the same time as a sequencer, 
unless you use two Am^gas. However, if you plan 
to record your musk:, you can make use of the 
effects at the mixdown stage. Apart from multiple 
cai>les, you'll need either a four-track tape recorder 
or two standard stereo tape recorders and a mixer. 

Begin by recording your tune. If you're using a 
couple of normal tape decks, boost the sigrtal a bit 
by passing the Amiga's output through the mixer, 
then onto the tape deck. Make sure you keep Ihe 
left channel panned right over to the left, and VKe 
versa. For four^rack cassette users, I'd recom- 
mend recording first onto tracks three and four. 



SONIC STROBING 

One of my fnwourife elf^cts is strob- 
ing. It worfcfi wi>|| with most Jong or 
■•>op«d samples, and when used on a 
sound out on its own without any 
acconr»p^nimflnt, scoras vory high on 
the 'In your faco-a-m«tor'. 

Alternate the volume on ^ach lin« 
between 64 fmaximum| and 0» Then 
put your sample on the same track, 
and tiit play. For even funkier 
results, double the tempo, so the 
sound strobes twice ak quickty. For 
a iiimilar offect, instead of turning 
the volume on and off, strobe the 
low-pass filter by switching between 
FFB and FF9 in the command column 
if you>e using tMED. Your choice of 
tracker may uae a different com' 
mand for the filter control, so check 
with the documentation. 




keeping the left and right Etiannels in their 
original pan positions. 

Once you've recorded the piece. k)ad up your 
sampler software. Choose the effect you want, 
and tailor it to suit your needs. Now connect the 
effect send' output or your tour-track to the sam- 
pler cartridge. Route tracks three and four to the 
input paths for iracks one and two, via the effect 
send Tlien connect the Amiga's stereo output to 
the 'aux recieve' Inputs on the four-track, 'V'ou 
should now be able io record iracks three and 
four over to one and two, bringing in the effect as 
required with the AUX receive controls. 

For those with a couple of tape decks and a 
mixer, the theory is just the same. Get your sam- 
pler/effects software running and connect the 
output from your first tape deck to the miJier it's 
most likely that you'll only want to put an effect 
over certain sounds, but not others. Maybe you've 
got a section with a drum beat and bassline, but 
you only want to phase the drums. In this case, 
niake sure the drums are on a different channel to 
the bass so that you can separaie the two by pan- 
ning the left and right outputs to opposite sides. 
To keep things as simple as possible, put all your 
sounds you want processed on the same side of 
the stereo image. 

Let's say you want to put effects on sounds in 
the left pan position. Connect the left Tape Out of 
the mixer to the sampler cartridge. Then hook up 
one of the Amiga's stereo outputs to the mixer, 
and pan that incoming signal to the right, to avoid 
what would become a very noisy feedback loop. 
Connect the main stereo ouifHjt from the mixer to 
your second tape deck. It might be a good idea to 
merge the signal here into mono with a Y adaptor. 

Begin with the fader that controls the Amiga's 
Output volume pushed right down to zero. Play 
the original mix from your first tape deck, and get 
the feef of bringing in the effects by raising the 
fader. When you've rehearsed it a few times, wind 
llrack lo the start, hit record on the second deck, 
piay the first, and away you go. »

I don't see \h^ Amiga dying lor quite a long lime 
yet. People may say now ttiat it isn't going to last, 
but they said that about the Ce4 five years ago, 
and companies can still make a lot of money from 
selling C64 titles, No, I can see the IBM PC finally 
becoming a viable machine over here, within 12 
mgnths even, and before long yOij'll have a wide 
age range of PC users at one end of the market 
using CD dnves and everything else that the PC 
has to offer, and an unbreakable console force at 
the oHier.

If you imagine a ball being 
1 pixels high on screen, the numt>er four on one 
side would look a mess. However, on a fast PC 
that shouldn't be too much Of a proWem, arkd I'm 
considering implementing that. 

Now that the Atari ST is finally in its death 
throws, Atari are fighting back witti the Falcon 030.
